New York, Nov. —[{Special.]—Another 
great trust is being formed. It is to be com- 
posed of the principal piano manufacturers 
of the country, and to include by absorption 
all of the 200 concerns making instruments. 
The capitalization has been placed at $50,- 
000,000, and the wise men of the trade have 
picked out W. W. Kimball of Chicago or Al- 
fred Doige of this city as the President. 

The greatest secrecy has been observed 
here as to the huge combine, but the several 
facts concerning it have become known in 
the West, where experts, working under the 
direction of the promoters, have visited 


-yarious factories gathering figures and out- 


lining the combination idea. 

It is said that matters have proceeded sc 
far that two or more leading bankers in 
this country and Europe have given the 
scheme favorable consideration. 

Nahum Stetson, one of the head men of 
the Steinway concern, said today that his 
people had not yet been approached on the 
proposition to form a trust and he knew 
nothing of the plan except what he had 
He de- 


the scheme and declined to say whether his 
corporation would join such a combination 

or not. 

- Hugo Sohmer said he had heard that the 

old. plan to form a trust had been revived, 


‘but that his concern had not been asked to 


join. 
“We would not join such an enterprise. 
The piano is an artistic production and can 


' not be treated from a trade point of view, 
as nails or beer or any other ordinary arti- 


cle of commerce. I do not see how in this 
community of interests the value of each 
trade mark, plant, etc., could be adjusted 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. The 
thing ts not feasible—at least, not wise—for 
us, and we shall always procecd inde- 


. Dolge and I are on very friendly

Size of the Enterprise. 


Some iaea of the magn itude of the pro- 
posed enterprise is gatned when it is known 
that recently, just after the cd 
jam Steinway. an English tirm offered 
$5,000.00) fOr the Stvinway plant, and was 
toid that the figures were not high enough. 
The Chickering piant in Boston covers two 
entire city blocks, anc cinploys enough 
workers to make a smalicity. The Sohmer 
factory is also very large.

Dolge was the prime mover in former 
schemes. He has spent years working up 
the details of its great plan, and 1s probably 
the only man in the trade having sufficient 
ability and capital for such an undertaking. 
He is by far the largest manufaciurer of 
plano supplies in this country.

His Owners, Graham Bros. of Clare- 
mount, Ont., Ordered to Return the

Royal Standard, the grand champion coach 
Stallion of the Chicago horse show, has 
been declared a “ringer’’ and his owners, 
Graham Bros. of Claremont, Ont., have been 
ordered to return the trophies of the vic- 
tories as awarded by the judges. 

It has been found that the stallion is an 
imported half-bred, not registered in Amer- 
ica, and never can be because of the rulings 
of the American Hackney Stud Book. 

The State board is at present withholding 
money won by Graham Bros.’ draft stallion 
Young McQueen and the hackney Courier 
until these trophies shall have been re- 
turned. 

The rules specifically stated that to be 
eligible to compete in any of the hackney 
classes at the horse show horses must have 
been recorded in the American Hackney 
Stud Book. The stallion Royal Standard 
not only was not registered but never can 
be registered. 


Post Entry of the Horse. 


Alexander Galbraith of Janesville, Wis., is 
an expert in Hackney pedigrees, and one of 
the post entries of the horse is in his hand- 
writing. Being employed by the show man- 
agers largely on account of his knowledge 
of such matters, it was his duty to have re- 
fused the entry of the horse.

CAN BE NO MONOPOLY IN NEWS. 


Federal Court Decides Associated 
Press Cannot Discriminate in 
Serving Its Clients.

St. Louis, Mo., Noy. 22.—[{Special.]—The 
Federal Court of A als rendered a decision 
today in the case of the Minneapolis Tribune 
company, appellant, against the Associated 
Press. The suit was brought to specifically 
enforce the provisions of a contract between 
the parties. The Tribune company sought 
to enjoin the Associated Press from selling 
its night news to the Journal Publishing 
company, the former claiming that by ‘its 
contract it had the exclusive right to the 
night news over other local competitors dur- 
ing the period of the contract. 

The Circuit Court refused the injunction 
and dismissed the bill and. the complainant 
appealed. The decree of the_Circuit Court. 
was affirmed, -the court holding that the 
enforcement of the agreement would have 
an obvious tendency to create a monopoly 
of the news by limiting the service of the 
news reports to a single paper.

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FRIGHT MAY END IN DEATH 


MRS. AUGUSTA MEYER I8 LAST SEEN 
GOING TOWARD THE LAKE.

She Hitsa Constable John Steiner Jr. 
Over the Head with a Broom and 
Drives Him from Her House—Being 
Ignorant of Local Laws, Her Terror 
of Consequences Impels Her to Flee 
~Husband Anxious Lest She Has 
Taken Her Life. 


Mrs. Augusta Meyer defied the entrance 
of a constable into her home, 343 Hudson 
avenue, and then, harassed by the fear that 
she would be sent to jail, disappeared from 
home and no trace has been found of her. 
She spoke broken English and had an idea 
that resistance to a constable was a more 
serious matter than it is, and her husband 
fears she has committed suicide. She was 
last seen walking in Fullerton avenue in the 
direction of the lake. Mr. Meyer for a long 
time has owed back rent for the house which 
the family formerly rented at 591 North Park 
avenue, 

Mrs. Meyer repelled Constable John Steiner 
Jr. of Justice Foster’s court last Saturday 
with force. The constable had made many 


+ calls on the Meyer family before he succeed- 


ed in having any one answer the door. 


Constable Calls Again. 

On last Saturday, Freida, Mrs. Meyer's 16- 
year-old daughter, heard a knocking at the 
front door and opened it. Constable Steiner 
asked for Mr. Meyer. The girl said he was 
not at home. Then the constable asked if 
Mrs. Meyer was there and was told that she 
also was away from home. 

The constable seemed to have an idea that 


the girl was not telling the truth for he. 


walked into the house with the writ in his 
hand. 

The girl called to her mother and Mrs. 
Meyer rushed out from the bedroom shout- 


| ing in broken English for the constable to 


get out. Steiner waved his writ and stagted 
to read it when Mrs. Meyer struck him with 
a stick over the head and arms. The con- 
stable caught her hands and then her hus- 
band rushed out from an adjoining room and 
together they pushed the visitor out of the 
door. ‘ 


Comes Back with a Warrant. 

Steiner came back later with a warrant 
for Ifrs. Meyer for assault. The woman had 
barricaded the door, and when the constable 
demanded admission she waved a revolver 
from the window and declared she would die 
before she would be taken to jail, and that 
she would shoot him if he attempted to enter. 

Steiner then went away. 

Afier he was gone ‘Mrs. Meyer sobbed 
hysterically, and begged.the neighbors to 
tell her what would be her ~itatpmaneatta for 
assaulting an officer of the law. 

When her husband came home he met his 
wife rushing down-stairs. She was still 
weeping, and told him that she must go 
away. She hurried past him down the street. 


Thought She Went to a Sister’s.

WELSH-AMERICANS TAKEACTION 


Club Will Investigate the Alleged Re- 
marks Made by Consul Phillips 
at Cardiff. 


The Welsh-American Central Republican» 


club met last night and appointed a commit- 
tee to investigate the alleged statements of 
Consul Phillips at Cardiff, Wales, some 
weeks ago. Consul Phillips'is a recent ap- 
pointee of President McKinley, and he has 


‘been reported as having made remarks in 


an address at a banquet given in his honor at 
Cardiff a few days after his arrival at his 
new post which are construed as insulting 
to both America and Wales. 

According to the English newspapers Con- 
sul Phillips is alleged to have severely criti- 
cised American cities, Chicago among the 
others; condemned American politics, and 
referred slightingly to many American 
statesmen. It is also alleged that he spoke 
offensively of the Welsh cities and city gov- 
ernments. 

Consul Phillips’ alleged remarks have been 
the subject of an investigation at Washing- 
ton and the Welsh-American Republican 
club met for the special purpose of taking 
some decisive action. A committee was ap- 
pointed to make a thorough investigation of 
the matter, and if it is found that Consul 
Phillips uttered the remarks attributed to 
him the club will request that he be recalled. 
The committee will communicate with the 
State department and endeavor to secure a 
copy of Mr. Phillips’ report of his remarks, 
which has been furnished the State depart- 
ment on demand, and the investigation will 
also be carried on through friends and 
agents of the club in Wales.

SON OF THE DEFAULTER. 


Young Man Disappeared on Sat- 
urday, Leaving No Trace. 


FOUND AT. PFISTER HOUSE. 


James Charnley Jr., son of Charles M. 
Caarniley, defaulting treasurer of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Aid for Colleges and Acad- 
emies, committed suicide at the Pfister 
House in Milwaukee some time on Satur- 
day night last. 

His body was identified at 5 o’clock this 
morning by a cousip and a reporter for Tux 
TRIBUNE, who. went to the Cream City on 
the Northwestern newspaper train at 38 
o'clock. 

He registered at the hotel as J. P. Morris 
of Madison, Wis., and it was not suspected 
in Chicago that the dead man was young 
Charnley until last night. 

The young man disappeared from the 
home of his uncle, 99 Astor street, on Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

The remains will be brought to Chicago 
during the day, when arrangements for the 
funeral will be made. 


Left but One Clew: 

The suicide took every precaution to hide 
his identity. He cut every mark from his 
clothing, burned all his papers, but forgot 
to remove the name “ John M. Douglass ”’ 
from his shoes. The presence of this name 
is accounted for by the fact that the shoes 
are not his own. They belong to J. M. 
Douglass, Charnley’s uncle, who is travel- 
ing in Switzerland. The one fact of this 
name convinced Charnley’s other uncle, 
with whom the young man has been living 
since his father disappeared, that the dead 
man was the missing boy. His general ap- 
pearance bore out this supposition. The 
dead man was nearly six feet tall, had a 
smooth. face and light brown hair, was 
dressed in dark brown clothes, and wore 
a ring on his left hand, It was his mother’s 
wedding ring. 


No Reason for Suicide. 
Charnley. was but 21 years old, and so far 
as could be learned last night there was 
absolutely no reason for self-destruction. 
He was brought up in comparative affluence

The first intimation his uncle had that the 
boy might have killed himself was received 
from two men who said they were reporters. 
They called at his house shortly after lv 
o’clock and asked if Mr. J. M. Douglass lived 
there, telling him of the suicide in Milwau- 
kee. Mr. Charniley told the men that Mr. 
Douglass was in Europe. 

Then the uncle got.to thinking, and soon 
connected the finding of the dead boy with 
the disappearance of his nephew. A hasty 
search of the boy’s room revealed the fact 
that a pair of tan shoes belonging to Mr. 
Douglass and containing his name, which 
the boy had been in the habit of wearing, 
were missing. 

Mr. Charnley Convinced. 

Inquiry by THE TRIBUNE over the long- 
distance telephone to Milwaukee soon dis- 
closed the probability that the suicide was 
the missing youth, and at midnight Mr. 
Charnley was practically convinced that a 
second great sorrow had befallen his family. 

The boy reached Milwaukee on Saturday } 
night on a Chicago train. He registered at 
the Pfister House and was not seen alive aft- 
er he was shown to his room, shortly before 
midnight. On Sunday night at 10 o'clock 
the hotel people broke into his room and 
found his dead body on the bed. He had 
put a bullet in his temple, his right hand 
still clutching the revolver. To make as- 
surance doubly sure he had also taken a 
dose of poison, a box containing morphine 
being found in his pocket. 


Finally Notify the Police. 

The hotel people kept the news of the sui- 
cide to themselves until yesterday morning, 
when they notified the police. They tele- 
graphed to Madison, Wis., and the informa- 
tion they received in answer only served 
to darken the mystery. Every mark of 
identification had been cut from the outer 
and under clothing and a pile of charred 
paper in the grate showed what had become 
of documents which might have led to iden- 
tification. There was only $1.35 in the boy's

Men Accused of Lynching Arroyo, the

of Death on Ten—One Escapes with 
Nominal Sentence—Two Acquitted.

Mexico City, Nov. 22.—The great trial of 
Arroyo’s murderers is over, terminating this 
evening with the sentence of death pro- 
noun¢ed on ten of the police officials and 
policemen concerned in the lynching 
of the man whose audacious attempt on the 
President caused so profound a sensation 
here. 

The jury was out over seven hours, re- 
turning its verdict at 5 p. m., and Judge 
Flores delivering his confirmation verdict at 
about 8 o'clock. The prisoners stood up and 
the gendarmes presented arms during the 
deliverahce: The court-room was crowded 
to the utmost capacity for the closing scenes 
in the trial were most dramatic. 

Villavicencio and Cabrera took the verdict 

coally, as in fact did all the prisoners. Bel- 
lido was sentenced to eleven months’ im- 
prisonment, and Cueller, who bought the 
knives at the order of his master, then In- 
spector General Velasquez, and also Bravo, 
were acquitted and set free.

OFFERS TERMS T0 AFRIDIS. 


Commander of British Forces in India 
Sends an Ultimatum to the 
Hostile Tribesmen.

Simla. Nov. 22.—General Sir William Lock- 
hart, the commander of the British forces 
operating against the insurgent tribesmen, 
telegraphs from the British camp in the 
Maidan Valley that he has issued a procla- 
mation stating the terms of submission 
which he is willing to grant the Afridis. The 
latter are given a week’s grace in which to 
accept the terms, which include the restora- 
tion of the rifies and other governmental.and 
private property stolen, the surrender of 800 
breech-loaders, a fine of 50,000 rupees, and 
the surrender of hostages, as a guarantee of 
compliance with the will of the government. 
The Khyber Pass will be reopened in the 
manner the government deems advisable 
and all the Afridi tribal allowances are for- 
felted by their misconduct. 

London, Nov. 22.—A well informed corre- 
spondent at Cabul, capital of Afghanistan, 
writing from that city under date of Sept. 20 
last, gives an account of an interview which 
he had with the Ameer of Afghanistan in 
Adurbar, in which the Ameer, referring to 
the rising on the tribes, sald: 

“IT cannot imagine how any one can think 
me responsible for the actions of the Haddah 
Mullah, who instigated the troubles, for it 
was he who raised the revolt of the Shin- 
Warries and other tribes against me shortly 
after my accession. I inquired into his an- 
tecedents and failed to discover his tribe, 
caste, or birthplace. I only know he professes 
Mohammedanism and has great influence 
among the Mussulmans of the border tribes. 

“When my Governor at Jellalabad re- 
cently stopped the Haddah Mullah’s follow- 
ers from leaving Afghanistan they said they 
had the right to fight the English, for their 
leaders had told them I had given them per- 
mission to do so.

Melbourne, Victoria, Nov. 22.—As a result 
of the fire which broke out at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday morning and destroyed within three 
hours an entire block of buildings bounded 
by Elizabeth, Flanders, and Swanson streets 
and Flinders lane, with the exception of two 
buildings on the Swanson streét front, the 
insurance companies lose $3,650,000, of 
which about £500,000 will fall on British com- 
panies. -Australian companies will lose the 
remaining amount. 


British Ship Disabled at Sea. 


Liverpool, Novy. 22.—The Spanish steamer 
Gracia, Captain Chevria, which arrived here 
today from Pensacola, reports that on Nov. 
15 in latitude 48 longitude 35 she spoke the 
disabled steamer Maylands, Captain Tur- 
ner, from West Hartlepool for Quebec. An 
attempt was made to attach a hawser to 
her, but the bad weather prevailing pre- 
vented its accomplishment. Boats were then 
launched by the Gracia, and they offered 
to take off the crew of the Maylands, but 
Captain Turner refused to abandon the ship, 
and his crew stood by him. 


Guatefhala Wants Fewer Chinese. 


Sen Francisco, Cal., Noy. 22.—A corre- 
spondent writing from Guatemala City 
says: ‘‘ The government of this country is 
taking steps ¢tending to the exclusion of 
Chinese.

This statement ts based on accurate know!l- 
edge of all the facts in the case. General 
Pando did not leave this city until he had 
taken steps calculated to further the object 
which Marshal Blanco has in view.. General 
Pando, after a consultagion with the Captain 
General, first brought about the release from 
confinement of Damien Caballero, who has 
been imprisoned on the Isle of Pines for 
some time past, for, it is alleged, acting as 
a spy for the insurgents and bringing about 
a disaster for the Spanish troops at Cacao, 
Province of Santiago de Cuba. General Pan- 
do furnished Caballero, who is the godfather 
of Rabi, looked upon as being the backbone 
of the insurgent movement in the Province 
of Santiago de Cuba, with a considerable 
sum of money, and caused him to be landed 
at Manganillo, Province of Santiago de Cuba, 
where a good horse was placed at his dispos- 
al. General Pando’s peace emissary was 
also furnished official documents empower- 
ing him to act in behalf of the Spanish com- 
mander,and from Manzanillo Caballero made 
his way secretly to the Jiguani hills, where 
General Rabi has his headquarters.. General 
Pando instructed Caballero to offer General 
Rabi a high rank in the Spanish army anda 
large sum of money to be distributed among 
the other insurgent leaders of that part of 
Cuba, and, in addition, a large amount of 
money for himself in the event of his suc- 
Be- 
sides this Caballero was instructed to inform 
the insurgent leaders that the Spanish au- 
thorities would undertake to honestly estab- 
lish the new autonomous régime if the lead- 
ers of the insurgents would accept the prop- 
Ositions made them. 


Failure of the Mission. 


Although Caballero has not returned from 
Santiago de Cuba, confidential advices 
which have reached the Spanish officials 
here seem to indicate that Caballero has so 
far been unsuccessful. It is understood 
General Rabi has replied that he believes in 
a successful ending of the war in favor of 
the insurgents is approaching; that the 
Cubans, with the aid of the United States, 
will gain their independence, and that, there- 
fere, he prefers to continue fighting the 
Spaniards until the final victory is won. 
Caballero also negotiated with Genéral Du 
Valoh, the French leader of the insurgents. 

There seems to be no intimation as to the 
result of Caballero’s negotiations with Gen- 
eral Du Valon, although it may be judged 
from the attitude assumed by General Rabi 
that the peace negotiations are likely to fall 
flat in Santiago de Cuba. General Pando, in 
the meantime, while acting after consulta- 
tion with Marshal Blanco, has put other 
irons in the fire in the hope of prevailing 
upon the insurgents to cometoterms. He 
has been, and still is in negotiation with 
three leaders of the Cuban revolution, and 
has been-endeavoring to induce them to go 
to different insurgent camps, there to use 
their influence to bring about peace on the 
promise of being accorded a really autono- 
mous form of government. These three men 
were offered money for themselvés, and were 
to have been furnished with lArge sums of 
money to distribute among their friends. 
But it is understood they have hitherto de- 
clined to become agents of Genéral Pando, 
alleging as their excuse that they have no 
influence with the insurgent leaders of the 
present day, and that they would be risk- 
ing their lives if they ventured into the in- 
surgent camps. 


Hope of the Insurgents. 


If reports are to be believed, the revolu- 
tionary leaders hope to strike a decisive 
blow at Spain before Congress meets, as an 
encouragement to their friends in the United 
States, who are urging a recognition upon 
the part of the United States government of 
the belligerency of the insurgents of Cuba. 

Dr. José Congosto, formerly Spanish Con- 
sul at Philadelphia, and now Secretary Gen- 
eral of Cuba, is continuing to lose ground 
in public favor as a result of some extraor- 
dinary statements which he has made to the 
Spaniards here. Sefior Santos Guzman con- 
siders himself and his family much insulted 
by certain remarks of Dr. Congosto, and it 
is daid that the new Secretaty General has 
not heard the last of the affair. Congosto 
is also alleged‘to be displaying considerable 
ignorance of administrative affairs and to 
have, in conséqtience, failed to fulfill many 
of the duties of his office. Finally, the ut- 
terances of Dr. Congosto, if correctly re- 
ported, are likely soon to be sharply resent- 
ed in Madrid. He is alleged to have re- 
marked that Spain had, until now, followed 
a policy of spoliation in Cuba, and that the

DISPUTE OVER CUBA’S TARIFF. 


Disagreement in Commercial and Po- 
litical Circles Throughout 
Spain.

York 
World.}—Protectionist and political oppo- 
sition to the concession of tariff autonomy 
to the West Indies is assuming formidable

tectionists are playing into the hands of the 
Carlists. 

Barcelona protectionists say they will 
insist. upon Spain maintaining in Cuban 
tariffs a margin of protection of 20 to 40 
per cent for the products of the peninsula, 
chiefly because Cuba will never otherwise be 
in a position to pay interest on the debts 
contracted through the present insurrection, 
which Spanish taxpayers will have to under- 
take to do, as the imperial treasury guar- 
antees colonial loans. 

They also say the,colonies are not worth 

eeping if Spain surrenders the market of 
;Cuba and Puerto Rico to foreign competi- 
ion. *‘Representatives of the autonomist 

d reformist parties publicly declared to- 
day that tariff autonomy is absolutely in- 
dispensable for sincere home rule in the 
West Indies. They argue that the colonies 
must have the control of the tariff, because, 
like all American commonwealths, it will 
be a principal source of revenue to the in- 
sular treasury. 

The autonomist reforms in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico proposed by the Minister of the 
Colonies were approved by the council of 
Ministers this evening excepting the clause 
regarding tariff reform, the examination of 
which the government decides to postpone at 
Sefior Moret’s desire until tomorrow, when 
the deputation from Barcelona will have an 
opportunity of explaining their opinion on 
this matter to Sefior Sagasta and other mem- 
bers of the government. 

Minister of the Colonies Moret received 
today a deputation composed of Barcelona 
protectionists and 
sooner withdraw from the Cabinet that as- 
sent to the postponement of Cuban reforms 
or to limitations of the tariff that might com- 
promise the prompt pacification of Cuba. 
He added that whilst fully recognizing the 
importance of the business interests he 
deemed the interests of peace still greater. 

According to an official communication it

The conservatives and other partisans of 
Weyler, whose family and personal friends 
are so alarmed at the prospect of a turbulent 
demonstration, now advise him to continue 
his voyage to his native province, the 
Balearic Islands, where an equally enthusi- 
astic but less political welcome is being pre- 


pared. 
RELIEF NEEDED IN THE ISLAND. 


Succor for the Starving Thousands 
Must Come from the United 
States and Europe. 


Havana, Nov. 22.—Regarding the general 
poverty and suffering in the island, it is 
felt that the only way to succor these desti- 
tute people is to appeal to the charitable 
women of Cuba for aid, and to ask the In- 
ternational Red Cross society to take tho 
matter in hand. But here again, the pride 
of the Spaniards bars the way, and it is 
likely that the distressing affairs existing 
in Cuba will continue until some humane 
persons arise in Europe or in the United 
States and make a determined effort to as- 
sist those whose only crime it is that they 
are compelled to obey the orders of those in 
authority. The Spaniards, in some cases, go 
even further than this, and take the ground 
‘that the Red Cross movement should be 
started in the United States, adding that 
tt is from the United States that the in- 
surgents receive their aid, so it should be 
from the United States that the movement 
in behalf of the suffering of both sides 
should come. 


PRESIDENT ALLEN’S ADDRESS. 


Calls Upon the People to Demand Ac- 
tion of Congress in Recognizing 
Cuban Belligerency. 


Ethan Allen, President of the Cuban League 
of the United States, has issued an address 
to the members of the league and to the 
American people, calling upon them to de- 
mand action from Congress recognizing the 
belligerency of the Cuban insurgents. The 
address charges the present delay to the 
power of the interested moneyed interests, 
and asks that the Cuban sympathizers 
among the people rise and demand of their 
Representatives in Congress the needed leg- 
islation. 

He says that the Cuban victories have pre- 
cipitated a crisis, and that the time for de- 
cisive action has come.

LOST BY A- STUPID MAID. 


| Hands the Case to a Porter, Who 


Carelessly Lays It Down. 


DETECTIVES HARD AT WORK.

London, Nov. 22.—[Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—The police today received from 
the Duchess of Marlborough a full descrip- 
tion of the jewels stolen from her on Satur- 
day at Paddington station when she was 
taking the train for Oxford. They are all 
Vanderbilt jewels, worth many thousands 
of dollars, some of them heiricoms and 
others wedding presents, all highly valued 
by the Duchess because of their associations. 

The police of Paddington Green station to- 
day had a full list of the stolen jewels prirt- 
ed and distributed among the London pawn- 
shops. It includes one diamond brooch, 
eight stones, valued at £800; one diamond 
pin, £200; one pearl’and turquoise pin, £100; 
one ruby brooch, £150; one diamond ring, 
three stones, £300; one emerald diamond pin, 
£300. 

The Duchess attaches special value to the 
diamond brooch, which belonged to her 
grandmother. She is understood to have of- 
fered a reward privately to the police for 
the return of the jewels. 


Puzzle for Scotland Yard. 

Detectives from Scotland Yard are work- 
ing on the case, although Inspector Froest 
today said he knew. nothing about It. 

At Paddington Green station, which covers 
the railway station where the robbery oc- 
ocurred, Captain Reed said tonight that his 
detectives were working in connection with 
a corps of private detectives of the railway 
company under Captain Saunders, but had 
no clews as yet. He said Scotland Yard was 
on it, and all pawnbrokers had received a 
list of the jewels, but none had yet been of- 
fered for sale. The robbery is one of the 
cleverest performed in London recently. 
Many think that it was done by crooks from 
New York, who have been following the 
Duchess for a long time, believing she car- 
ried immense wealth in her jewel case. Sat- 
urday, however, she wore a great part of the 
jewels she had with her in London, others of 
her collection remaining at Blenheim, 
whither she was going. The thieves evi- 
dently supposed the case which was stolen 
contained the entire lot. When her maid 
gave them into the care of the porter she 
believed the thieves were watching every 
movement. 


Porter Was to Blame. 

The porter has been suspended by the rail- 
way company, but is a stupid individual 
and it is not thought that he had any con- 
nection with the robbery. He says he laid 
the case down for a moment with other 
packages and when the maid returned it 
Was gone. Many people here think the 
jewels will be sold on the continent and 
that the robbery was performed by a gang 
of crooks, believed to be Americans, who 
stole $75,000 worth of diamonds from a Pic- 
cadilly store a few Weeks ago, leaving no 
clew, 

At Spencer house it was said tonight that 
the Duchess of Marlborough for some time 
has feared a robbery becaus6 of stories 
about her wonderful jewels. The Duchess 
has received many letters of sympathy over 
her loss, but has informed her friends that 
her most valuable jewels were not in the 
case. 


“ARMY REFORM” IN ENGLAND. 


Government Demand for Fourteen 
Thousand More Soldiers Is 
‘ Announced. 


London, Nov. 22.—At the Cabinet council 
the Minister of War was authorized to pre- 
pare a scheme for army reform in conjunc- 
tion with the Duke of Devonshire, who, in 
addition to being a member of the Cabinet, 
is President of the Committee of National 
Defense. Army reform is merely euphem- 
ism for an increased number of soldiers.: If 
the increase be accompanied by any reform 
whatsoever in the administration of the 
army it will not be due to the War depart- 
ment, 
dominates the department does not want re- 
form, but the country certainly does, and 
there is good reason to believe that the gov- 
ernment will not get the men if asks for 
unless radical changes in the administration 
of the army are conceded. 

The country does not get proper value for 
the millions it spends yearly on the army. 
It is estimated that something like a third 
of the money is wasted in carrying out a 
system of non-effective red-tapeism, and 
a good many supporters of the government, 
as well as a majority of the Liberal mem- 
bers of Parliament, are pledged to stop the 
ruinous drain. Opinions vary as to the best 
means of increasing the army so as to get 
the maximum value for the money, and a 
stiff fight between the military and civilian 
bureaucrats for control is assured. 

A report current today is that the increase 
will consist of two regiments of cavalry, 
several Datteries, and 10,000 infantry, which 
seems to be a pretty large order. The Tory 
government has a way of doing such things 
on a large scale, and the country is well 
alarmed in regard to the army situation and 
is prepared for any proposals which the gov-

PURE GOLD FROM BASE METALS 


E. C. Brice Predicts That on Next Sat- 
urday He Will Have Solved the 
Alchemist’s Riddle. 


If the predictions of E. C. Brice and those 
associated with him in the National Metal- 
lurgical company are verified he will on Sat- 
urday next have demonstrated that he has 
solved the alchemist’s riddle and holds in 
his hands the secret of transmuting the bas- 
er metals into pure gold. 

Yesterday at the company’s plant, Thirty- 
ninth street and Lowe avenue, the process 
was begun which is expected to result on 
Saturday in a harvest of $13,400 worth of 
gold 1,000 fine from an original product of 
antimony and lead worth only $150. The 
cost of the labor emgaged in the work will 
bring the entire cost of the process up to 
about $500. 

The distinctive feature of the process is the 
destructive distillation of the metal anti- 
mony by the intensely heated atmospherfc 
oxygen. The crude metal is first subjected 
to an intense heat, then antimony is 
carried through a tunnel 105 feet in length 
into a series of iron pipes 600 feet long, and 
ejected into a steel building provided with 
bags for collecting the resultant oxide,which 
is collected on a cloth with the nap on the 
inside. The product is shaken into receiv- 
ing bags, molded into blocks, and then sub- 
mitted to a temperature of 5,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit for forty-eight hours. Then 
comes the smelting or refining process, 
which lasts sixteen hours, from which re- 
sults the gold and silver to the amount of 
$2,680 a ton. The process requires four 
days. : 

Mr. Brice, who is a metallurgical chemist, 
has devoted many years to the study of this 
problem and says the present process is no 
experiment, as he has conclusively proved on 
a smaller scale the success of his theory. The 


plant cost $25,000.

The reasons why Jamieson, Lorimer, and 
Pease will stay away may be summed up in 
the single proposition that they have de- 
cided that more good might be accomplished 
by remaining at home, Their scheme is to 
keep personality out of the movement for 
an agreement on apportionment so that Gov- 
ernor -Tanner can call a special session and 
let the members do the work.

Senator Cullom is expected to arrive in 
Chicago tomorrow morning and has: indi- 
cated to the River Improvement association 
that he. will attend a conference regarding 
the Chicago River during the afternoon. If 
the Senator is not disappointed in the time of 
reaching Chicago a large meeting will be 
held.

OPENS RETURNS IN ADVANCE. 


Populist State Official of Nebraska Ac- 
cused of Tampering with Elec- 
tion Figures. 


Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 22.—When the State 
Canvassing board met today it was served 
with a protest signed by E. R. Sizer, Secre- 
tary of the Republican State Central com- 
mittee, and other citizens against a canvass 
of the State returns on the ground that the 
law had been violated by Secretary of State 
Porter, whom it charged with opening and 
tampering with county returns. 

The allegation was made a week ago that 
the Secretary had broken the seal of the 
ballots from a number of counties, and this 
was admitted today by the board, but the 
charge of tampering with or changing the 
votes was denied. Attorney General Smyth, 
acting for the board, insisted that the sim- 
ple breaking of the seals, while contrary to 
the letter of the law, did not constitute an 
offense, and demanded that the protestors 
furnish proof of tampering. Secretary Por- 
ter and his two deputies were sworn and 
testified to having opened returns and send- 
ing some back for correction, but entered 
a general denial of any change in figures. 

At the suggestion of Governor Holcomb 
the protest was overruled and the board will 
at an early date tabulate the vote. E. R 
Sizer, whose name heads the protest, was 
asked if he would enjoin the board. He said 
he had’ not fully decided, but would follow 
up the matter and act as circumstances 
seemed to warrant. 

It is claimed that if an injunction were 
issued and sustained the throwing out of 
votes opened by Secretary Porter would 
change the result of the election.

Rob Doctors in Offices. 

Two polite men with revolvers held up

And, 
indeed, it is so hard to separate Joseph Jef- 

ferson from “‘ our mutual friend’ Rip Van 

Winkle that no audience would be satisfied 
to go away without saying a word in greet- 
ing to the veteran across the footlights. 

it must be confessed in al) humility that 
our playwrights and actors of today can do 
nothing with their combined efforts to find 
a substitute for Rip Van Winkle as played 
by Mr. Jefferson. When he leaves the stage 
~—and that is an event which cannot be for- 
ever postponed—there will be a gap in the 
ranks of artists which no one can ever fill. 
A character which has been ripened by 
thirty or forty years’ experience is like wine 

* of a special vintage; its bouquet can never 
' be reproduced. 

“Rip” has been with us since the days 
of the war, and he grows mellow with age 
while maintaining all his strength to charm. 

Moreover, he is a character than has never 
been duplicated, cannot even be imitated. 
On the German stage the ‘* Marchen”’ 
drama has been revived by such men as 
Grill Parzer and his disciples, but in Ameri- 
ca we have only this one solitary instance, 


quarter of a century. 


Children’s Artificial Effect. 


There are passages in ‘‘ Rip Van Winkle ”’ 
which we could well do without. The chil- 
dren in the second act as the piece was pre- 
sented at McVicker’s last night introduce an 
artificial effect which nearly spoils Rip’s exit. 
Children are apt to be a nuisance on the 
stage in any case, but they are particularly 
objectionable when they interfere with a 
strong scene in the wrong way. And, again, 
something might be done with Heinrich 
Vedder's lines in the last act without tam- 
pering with a classic to any sacrilegious 
extent.

And there is certainly no other actor on 
‘the stage whose sentiment is so entirely of 

the right sort. It would be easy for any in- 
ferior actor to wring tears from the eyes 
of the emotional playgoer in such a part as 
Rip Van Winkle. Mr. Jefferson does ex- 
actly the opposite; he listens on the stage to 
the constant ripple of laughter from the 
front of the house, which must persuade him 
that he has done with his art that which very 
few can do either in play or in real life; he 
has added something to our enjoyment and 
love of life. Most actors can draw tears; 
many can excite laughter; but there are 
just a few of the great ones who can induce 
the mirth which comes not loudly but ir- 
resistibly from the full heart. 

And that is why Mr. Jefferson has for 
years been a power for good upon the Ameri- 
can stage and off it these’many years. May 
he continue to be so fer many more. Here’s 
his health and his family’s. May they live 
long and prosper!

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MISS GONNE. IN CHICAGO. 


“IRISH JOAN OF ARC” WELCOMED 
BY HER COUNTRYMEN. 


———— 


She Is on a Lecture Tour and Her Am- 
bition Is to Raise Funds for the 
Erection of a Monument in Dublin 
to the Memory of the Patriots Who 
Fell in the Rebellion of 1798— 


Speaks at Central Music Hall This 
Evening. 


Miss Maud Gonne, the “Irish Joan-of 
Arc,” was accorded a warm welcome to 
Chicago yesterday afternoon. One hundred 
prominent frish-Americans met her at the 
Union Depot and escorted her to the Audi- 
torium Hotel, where she was given an in- 
formal reception. Miss Gonne, though less 
than 30 years of age, has devoted ten years 
of her life to the cause ofIreland. For some 
years She has been the editor and publisher 
of “ L’Irlande Libre ”’ of Paris. 

This is Miss Gonne’s first visit to Amer- 
ica. She is on a lecture tour, and her ambi- 
tion is to raise funds for the erection of a 
monument in Dublin to the memory of the 
patriots who fell in the rebellion of 1798. 
Miss Gonne speaks at the Central Music 


Hall this evening, the occasion of the thir- 


tieth anniversary of the death of the Man- 


chester martyrs—Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien. 


Mayor Harrison is to preside at the meeting. 

I am proud to be called a patriot,” said 
Miss Gonne, “and I will always try to de- 
Serve the title. The last sixty years of Eng- 
lish rule in Ireland has been a terrible ob- 
ject lesson to the world. One-half of the 
population of the country has either died of 
Starvation, been murdered,‘ imprisoned, or 
forced to flee to some other country. Ire- 
land today numbers less than half as many 
souls as it did half a century ago. England 
has decorated its officers for their gallantry 


against naked savages; let England fear the 
day she is compelled to meet armed men.’”’

PENSACOLA FREE OF FEVER. 


None of Those Exposed During Gold- 
berg’s Illness Are Affected— 
Three Cases at Barrancas. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22:—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Wyman today received the following 
telegraphic report from Dr. Joseph Y. Por- 
ter, State Health Officer, in regard to the 
yellow fever situation at Pensacola: 

“No further manifestation of the disease 
at Pensacola. Nine days since Goldberg died 
and fourteen since first taken sick. None 


‘who were exposed during his sickness have 


been or are now sick from any cause. The 
house-to-house inspection completed Satur- 
day noon shows no suspicious fever here. 

** Barrancas has now three cases. Advised 
moving the entire command into camp, three 
miles from the post, which has been done.” 

According to the last weekly report issued 
by the Surgeon General of the Marine Hos- 
pital service, giving the returns up to the 
19th inst., there had then appeared during 
the yellow fever epidemic in the South a 
total of 4,289 cases, of which 446 had proved 
fatal. Of the total number of cases 1,847 
were reported from Louisiana, 1,625 from 
Mississippi, 740 from Alabama, 52 from Ten- 
nessee, 16 from Texas, 4 from Illinvis, 3 from 
Georgia, and one each from Florida and 
Kentucky. All but ten of the cases reported 
from Louisiana were credited to New Or- 
leans. Among the cities Biloxi and Edwards, 
Miss., come next, the former with 584 and 
the latter with 45. Scranton, Miss., {fur- 
nished 360 cases and Mobile 355. 

fensacola, Fila., Nov. 22.—Three privates 
of the First Artillery are now in the hospital 
at Fort Barrancas with yellow fever. The 
opinion is gaining ground that the present 
infection originated at the fort from .the 
tearing down of the old hospital, in which 
many yellow fever patients were treated 
years ago. 

Mobile, Ala., Nov. 22.—Mobile people are 
coming home in droves, and business has 


revived. The Battle House, which has been. 


closed for two months, opened today. The 
theaters will open on Thursday. There has 
been no killing frost, but the fever has prac- 
tically died out. 


STRONG CASE AGAINST NOVAK. 


Impressive Speech of E. L. Boies De- 
scribing the Circumstances 
of the Crime. 


Vinton, Ia., Nov. 22.—[Special.]—The 
feature of the Novak trial today was the 
plea of BE. L. Boies, assistant counsel for the 
State. After Tom Milner closed his argu- 
ment at 4 o’clock Mr. Boies addressed the 
jury for an hour anda half. His exposition 
of the circumstances was so clear, compre- 
hensive, and forcible that there seemed to be 
no doubt in the mind of every spectator in 
the crowded courtroom that Novak would 
surely be convicted. Mr. Boies will complete 
his argument for the State tomorrow fore- 
noon. 

Mr. Milner argued to the jury two hours in 
the forenoon and two this afternoon. His 
addfess. was forcible. considering the weak 
li of the defense mapped out. He said 
that the State had showed Zaborkrtsky and 
J. J. Novak, two of its witnesses, to have 
told falsehoods, stating that the fire was in 
the gallery as well as boiler-room when first 
seen; that Novak carried heavy insurance 
from a good motive; and that if the State’s 
theory is accepted every provident act Is in- 
criminating. Sarcastically he declared that 
Detective Perrin was an uncanonized saint, 
but that his testimony of Novak’s explana- 
tion to him was true, and that Novak’s story 
had been borne out by the other evidence. 
He said there was not express or implied 
malice in Novak’s mind regarding Edward 
Murray. At noon Mr. Milner filed an objec- 
tion to Mr. Boies speaking because he is not 
a State officer. This was overruled. Court

Report on Loop Bridges.

Streator, Ill., Nov. 22.—[Special.]—Fire de- 
stroyed D. Heenan & Co.’s department 
store this evening. The store is one of 
the largest in this part of the State, carry- 
ing a stock of about $140,000 in its various 
departments. The building was 200 feet long 
by. 75 feet wide and three stories high, and 
was valued at about $60,000. The firm car- 
ried complete stocks of groceries, dry goods, 
boots and shoes, clothing, millinery, carpets, 
and crockery in separate departments, and 
the stocks had just been replenished for the 
holiday trade. The total loss is about $200,- 
v00, with $125,000 insurance. 

The postoffice was located in the rear 
of the building, and the furniture and fix- 
tures were destroyed. The mail and sup- 
plies were all saved. 

The business center of the town was in 
great peril for a time, and had it not been for 
the falling of the walls the fire would have 
passed beyond control. The fire was caused 
by the explosion of a lamp in the millinery 
department. When the danger of a gen- 
eral conflagration was imminent an alarm 
was sent to the Mayor of Ottawa, who 
promptly responded by sending a fire engine 
over on a special. The fire was under con- 
trol before it arrived. | 

D. Heenan, the head of the firm, was Pen- 
itentiary Commissioner under Governor Alt- 
geld. He was out of town at the time of the 
fire. 
about thirty years, and had built a very 
large and prosperous business. It is un- 
derstood they will rebuild at once. 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 22.—The entire con- 
tents of the five-story building, 317 and 319 
North Howard street, occupied by William 
H. Scott, popularly known as “‘ Great Scott,”’ 
as a furniture store, were today destroyed 
by fire, in which one woman, Mrs. Susan BE. 
Maxon, 1536 Williams street, lost her life. 
The total damage is estimated at about 
$135,000. The fire started shortly after 2 
o'clock, at which time there were forty- 
five employés in the store and about twenty- 
five customers. A panic followed the dis- 
covery of the fire and every one rushed to 
the nearest place of egress. Mrs. Maxon, 
who was alone, is thought to have fallen or 
to have fainted from fright, her body being 
found soon after the flamres had been sub- 
dued. The insurance on Mr. Scott’s stock 
is $81,000. Mr. MecCormick’s loss on the 
building is estimated at $30,000, of which 
$25,000 is covered by insurance. The losses 
of the Pollack Furniture company and Pott- 
hast Bros. are not known. 


EXCISE MEN AFTER SOFT DRINK 


Revenue Officials Insist That Dealers 
in Tonica Take Out Liquor 
Licenses. 


Internal revenue officials have decided that 
“tonica,”’ the alleged harmless beverage 
which looks, tastes, and acts like beer, is 
beer to all revenue intents and purposes 
and that dealers in it must take out govern- 
ment licenses or be liable to prosecution for 
violation of the revenue law. 

Much gratification is felt in many local 
option suburbs at this move on the part 
of Collector Coyne’s men, as the’ practical 
effect is to stop the sale of the beverage, 
whose sudden popularity has made prohibi- 
tionists suspicious of its nature, while not 
suprlying them with evidence sufficient to 
warrant a prosecution. Collector Coyne’s 
men got a sample of the “‘ tonics ’’ from Bar- 
rett & Barrett, the original dealers, and 
analyzed it. 

Nine out of ten of the storekeepers, who 
were recently dealing in“‘tonica,’’ have given 
up the business, fearing prosecution by local 
temperance committees. Citizens of Lake 
Forest, Highland Park, Glencoe, and other 
north shore suburbs intended to take ac- 
tion against the sale of the concoction, if 
possible, but are apparently saved the 
trouble.

Mrs. A. Z. Todd Missing and Her Step- 
children Found in Dire Dis- 
tress. 


Occupants of the flat building, 5415 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue, yesterday afternoon 
heard wails proceeding from the apartment 
of Mrs. A. Z. Todd, whose two stepchildren, 
aged respectively § and 5 years, were suffer- 
ing from diphtheria.

From the children it was learned that their 
mother left the flat at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and they had had neitHer food nor care 
since,

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olicism Talks on John Henry New- 
man in Central Music Hall. 


Henry Austin Adams of Boston, a former 
High'Church Episcopal minister of Brook- 
lyn, now a Catholic lecturer, talked at Cen- 
tral Music Hall last evening on *“* John Henry 
Newman ’”’ for the benefit of the Columbian 
Catholic Reading circle. The Rev. P. J. 
Dorney called the gathering to order and 
introduced Bishop Mesmer of Green Bay, 
the President of the Catholic Columbian 
summer school, who acted as chairman. 

Mr. Adams declared Cardinal Newman 
was the most audacious paradox of the nine- 
teenth century, opposing to, the soclological 
development of the age a cold, reactionary 
conservatism amounting almost to indif- 
ferentism, g recluse, working his way breast 
deep against the current of the times, a 
He wanted to 


Newman rather than about Cardipal Man- 
ning, who had a finger in every pie, and was 
the most influential citizen of London, . 
though an ultramontane. 

The secret was that Newman absolutely 
and at all times believed in God. His iofti- 
ness and altitude of spiritual vision held the 
imaginations of men because of its anti- 
thesis to everything modern. The lecturer 
declared Newman had, by the force of his 
courteous and kingly bearing as a contro- 
versialist forever made it impossible for 
controversialists of all®kinds to treat op- 
ponents otherwise than as genelemen. 

‘* He made the non-Catholic world recon- 
struct its conception of our faith,’’ said Mr. 
Adams. “The world is today looking 
through the breach made by his conversion 
back to the old Catholic past. When only 
14 years old he made Oxford professors 
change their lectures and collegians their 
ests.”’ 

; The Oxford movement was traced from 
its birth in 1883 to the night in 1845 when 
Newman received his first confession.

Count Goluchowski, the Austro-Hun- 
garian Minister of Foreign Affairs, calls 
on the nations of Europe to form a league 
against “ the crushing competition of trans- 
atlantic nations”—meaning thereby the 
United States. He would like to see an 
agreement of the governments of the. old 

rid to, keep their sybiects from buying 

ything from the pedple of the United 
States. 

The Count talks like a simpleton. VPer- 
haps that is because he is a mere diplomat, 
knowing nothing about business affairs. 
If he will consult the manufacturers and 
merchants of Austria-Hungary they will 
tell him there are certain American prod- 
ucts which must be purchased at all times. 
They know that there are others which 
must be purchased occasionally. The man- 
ufacturers understand that if any of the 
raw products they use are furnished more 
cheaply by this country than by any other 
country the American raw materials 
must be purchased. Otherwise these 
manufacturers will not be able to compete 
in neutral markets with manufacturers who 
do use these cheaper raw materials. 

What is it we sell Europe? One impor- 
tant product is cotton. During the last 
fiscal year France, Germany, and “ other 
Europe ” bought 107 million dollars’ worth. 
Britain bought 117 million dollars’ worth. 
Can they get along without American cot- 
ton? The cotton spinners of Europe know 
they cannot. 

The Kuropeans buy American breadstuffs 
when they need them, They have been in . 
great need this year and have been buying 
extensively. Had they been able to pur- 
chase wheat, corn, etc., of equal quality on 
better terms elsewhere they would have 
done so. But they could not. ‘Lhey will 
buy food here, no matter what the American 
tariff may be, as long as this is the cheapest 
market. 

The Europeans buy meats and other pro- 
visions of the United States. Britain is a 
great purchaser. Continental Europe 
would rather not buy any American beef, 
pork, bacon, orlard. But the conditions are 
such it has to. 

During the last fiscal year, France, Ger- 
many, and “ other Europe ’—that does not 
include Britain—bought 21 million dollars’ 
worth of American petroleum. Had the 
Russian product been the cheaper they 
would have bought that. 

Germany, France, and “other Europe” 
bought during the last fiscal year 22 million 
dollars’ worth of American copper because 
of its cheapness. They bought many otber 
articles for the same reason. They were 
necessary articles and they were procura- 
ble here on better terms than anywhere else. 

But the fact that these protesting Eu- 
ropean nations had to buy large quantities 
of American products because they could 
not buy them elsewhere or could not buy 
them as cheaply shows the futilicy of the 
appeal of the Austro-Hungarian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs to the governments of 
Europe to unite against us. : 

The United States buys a vagt variety 
of articles from the old world—half a-bil- 
lion dollars’ worth a year. 
ican manufacturers are [earning to make 
many commodities which were imported 
formerly. They are making those com- 
modities of equal or superior quality and 
about as cheaply. Therefore it will be 
easier for the United States to stop 
chasing those European commodities And 
have them made.at home than it will be 
for European countries to. cease buying. 
American cotton, foodstuffs, and petroleum, 
No trade war they can wage can do much 
harm here. 

This. is where the shoe pinches: 
American manufacturers are beginning to 
invade neutral markets with a variety of 
their products—pig iron, steel rails, and sev- 
eral kinds of machinery, for instance—and 
undersell all their competitors. How are

Hardly. 

Austria-Hungary alone cannot do it, It 
cannot with the assistance of Germany. 
Even if Italy and Spain were to join, that 
combination of four powers could not pre- 
vent the Americans from disposing of such 
of their products as consumers in neutral 
markets cared to buy. The great neutral 
market is Britain, which during the last 
nine months has bought 70 million dollars’ 
worth of American breadstuffs, 47 millions 
of cotton, and 67% millions of provisions. 
England cannot allow its people to be de- 
prived of American products. 

There will be no league of the old world 
against the new. The manufacturing and 
commercial interests of thc former will not 
allow that to be done. Butif the nations of 
Europe wish to do something to counteract 
the “crushing competition ” of the United 
States all they have to do is to disband their 
enormous standing armies. Then the taxes 
can be reduced enormously and the people 
will be in a better condition to compete with 
those of the new world. 
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WHAT THE GREENBACKS ARE. 

A correspondent asks: 

Is it not a fact that the government money 
{ite legal tender notes} having been paid out fora 
full consideration represents something performed 
for the benefit of all the people, and that a scund 
basis was thereby established for that kind of 
trroney? 


‘There should be no misunderstanding as | 


to whut the greenbacks represent. Each of 
them is a prothise on the part of the govern- 
ment to pay a certain number of specie gold- 
value dollars on demand, They are simply 
demand notes, as much so as “ [. O. U.’s.” 
As long as the government redeems those 
notes they may be said to represent the num- 
ber of dollars they call for. When the gov- 
ernment ceases to redeem them they repre- 
sent a broken promise—and als» what the 
money brokers will give for them in gold. 

Suppose the government pays out one of 
its notes of hand—its promises to pay $— 
to a man who has done work for it or fur- 
nished it supplies. The government has re- 
ceived “full consideration ” and the man 
has received a legal tender promissory note 
to pay him. When the government has re- 
deemed that promissory note or when some 
other man has taken it from him, then the 
person to whom it was paid first has also re- 
ceived “full consideration.” 

But there is nothing in all this which es- 
tablishes “a sound basis for that kind of 
money.” There is but one sound basis for 
any kind of paper money, and that is re- 
demption in gold on demand of the holder of 
the note. The fact that notes have been 
emitted for “ the benefit of all the people ” 
breathes no value into them. They cannot 
stand without the backing of gold. 

If the Populists had their way they would 
make every creditor of the government take 
for services or supplies bits of irredeemable 
fiat scrip on each of which was printed in 
some phraseology, “ This is adollar.” But 
this scrip, though “ paid out for a full con- 
sideration,” would be worth little if any: 
thing for the simple reason that it was not 
redeemable in gold or in free silver of the 
same value intrinsically. 

There should be no fanciful notions about 
the greenbacks. The mere fact that they 
are issued by the government imparts to 
them no original virtue. To be worth their 
face they must be exchangeable for gold on 
demand. Making them legal] tender helps 
to make them popular and useful, but their 
prompt redemption is the thing that puts life 
and health into them. 

But since the power of the government to 
get gold is vastly greater than the ability of 
any banks or combination of banks to ob- 
tain that metal for note redemption pur- 
poses, a government currency must be safer 
than any bank currency whenever the gov- 
ernment chooses to avail itself of its gold- 
getting powers. The banks, as we have 
pointed out before, if banks of note issue, 
have a double obligation and duty to per- 
form—to pay over to their depositors their 
money on demand and their noteholders on 
demand in gold. And this is too heavy a 
load to carry in a time of stringency of 
money, for then they are in peril of being 
broken down and are compelled in self- 
defense to deny. their customers accom- 
modations, but on the contrary they have to 
squeeze and throttle them to compel them 


to pay their notes due to the banks at no 


matter what loss. Tur TRIBUNE advises 
those people who advocate a withdrawal of 
the government greenbacks to make room 
for national bank note issues to restudy the 
question and they may perceive their error. 


RESTUDYING STATISTICS. 

Our interesting contemporary. ‘‘ The Tribune,’’ 
is so busy “ restudying the monetary question ”’ 
that it_has neglected to keep up with the statis- 
tics of Chicago's growth. So in speaking of the 
fire department of London this morning it says it 
though Chi- 
cago has only one-quarter of the population.’’ 

By your leave, Mr. Medill, Chicago’s popula- 
tion is about one-half or one-third that of Lon- 
don, just as you please to mean registration Lon- 
don, area 118 square miles, or greater London, 
693 square miles, or half as big as the State of 
Rhode Island. According to the census of 1806 
the population of these areas was 4,411,271 and 
6,177,913. 

As the population of Chicago is in the neighbor- 
hood of 2,000,000, Mr. Medill should revise his 
comparative proportions. Wake up, friend Medill: 
Chicago grows while you snooze.—Chicago Times- 
Post -Herald. . 

Let us..see about that,’ Mr. Kohlsaat. 
The greater London, you admit, contained 
6,177,913 at its last census, taken in 1896. 
Now, if you will turn to the last enumera- 
tion of Chicago, being the school census of 
1896, it numbered 1,616,635 inhabitants. 
(for the details consult the Daily News 
Almanac for 1897.) Multiply this number 
by three and it makes 4,849,802. Sub- 
tract these figures from the last census of 
greater London and there remains 1,328,- 
011 towards making London four times the 
population of Chicago. When Mr. Kohl- 
saat studies these figures he will see that 
he was the man who snoozed and dreamed, 
and should restudy those statistics. How- 
ever, his idea of consistency will oblige him 
to stick to his manifest mistake. 


THE GAIN IN EXPORTS. 

The total exportations of the United 
States during the months of August, 
September, and October exceeded those for 
the corresponding months of 1896 by 301% 
millions. Some of the Treasury officials 
draw the conclusion from this that none 
of the markets of the world has been closed 
against American products becanse of the 
new tariff law. ‘ 

They call attention also to the fact that 
the thirteen countries which have protested 
for different reasons against that law took 
in August and September 24 million dol- 
lars’ worth more of American products than 
they did during the corresponding months 
‘of last year. The purchases of their 
States fell off 
15 millions for the two months. Pin 
These officials neglect to state that ir 


August and September of 1896 the United 
$4,600,000 worth 


million dollars’ worth of German beet 
sugar in anticipation of the passage of 
the new tariff law with its higher duties. 
Nor do the Treasury officials call at- 
tention to the fact that the increase in 
American -exportations is due almost ex- 
clusively to the crying need which European 
countries had of American breadstuffs. 
The total excess of exportations for the 
three months over last year was 30% mil- 
lions. The increase in exportations of 
breadstuffs was 35 millions and in provisions 
3 1-3 millions.. : 
So it was due to the special demand abroad 
for foodstuffs—a demand which may not 
recur with such intensity for some years-~ 
that there was puch a gain in exports. 
There was a falling off in some other ar- 
ticles—of 9 millions in cotton, for instance. 


INGERSOLL ON ANARCHISTS. 

It is perhaps to be counted as rather 
creditable to Colonel Ingersoll’s spirit of 
toleration than otherwise that he should 
enter upon a defense of the Rev. H. 8. Mc- 
Cowan of Detroit,;-who appears to have 
rendered himself obnoxious to some of his 
parishioners by inviting Emma Goldman, 
an avowed Anarchist and enemy of the 
marriage rite, to expound her views from 
his pulpit. The first ground of defense is 
that the invited speaker could not “do any 
harm,” and a second that “ all the Anarch- 
ists are crazy” anyway and “ ought to be 
treated as we treat the insane.” While the 
first may be accepted by the Rev. McCow- 
an’s apologists, it is doubtful whether the 
second will be acceptable to Anarchists of 
the Emma Goldman stripe, in spite of the 
added suggestion that “it is a mistake to 
hang them.” It is well known that Colonel 
Ingersoll looks upon a large proportion of 
the clergy generally as being crazy fanatics, 


| but their hearers generally will be inclined 


to question whether, even accepting his 
theory as to the harmlessness of anarchistic 
teachings from such a source, a minister is 
to be justified in inviting an “ insane ” per- 
son to occupy his pulpit, from which his 
audience expects to hear something beside 
the ravings of lunacy. Possibly the 
Colonel may regard it as a mere matter of 
degree, yet it is the members of the church 
and congregation‘ who hire the minister to 
expound certain views, which in this ease 
they regard as containing the essential ele- 
ments of the Christian religion, who have 
the right to object when doctrines, not 
merely foreign but directly opposed to those 
which lie at the foundation of their belief, 
are commended to them. The fact that 
such teachings can “ do no harm ” when ad- 
dressed to intelligent and sane people can 
hardly compensate them for what they re- 
gard as a violation of contract. 

As to the Anarchists themselves, “ who 
kill Kings, Prime Ministers, and Presi- 
dents,” it may be charitable to pronounce 
them “crazy” and “ not responsible,” and 
therefore only deserving to be “ confined 
as lunatics,” but this theory will scarcely 
be accepted as an apology for crime when 
the criminal] gives evidence of the possession 
of ordinary sense in other respects. In such 
cases there is more likely to be evidence of 
moral degeneracy than positive insanity; 
and, unless proof of the latter is conclusive, 
it is hardly safe to society to allow the 
crime to go unpunished. ‘The influence of 
such a policy upon others criminally in- 
clined would be disastrous. As for the 
Rey. McCowan, Tue TRIBUNE believes it 
perfectly safe to leave to his congregation 
the determination of the question whether 
he was justified in inviting a “ moral de- 
generate,” whether “ insane ” or otherwise, 
to address them from his pulpit. 


THE APPORTIONMENT CONFERENCE. 

Today a number of the Republican mem- 
bers of the General Assembly will meet at 
Springfield to see if they cannot agree on 
a Senatorial and possibly on a Congressional 
apportionment bill. The leading members 
are confident that if that can be done the 
Governor will call a special sessicn to con- 
sider the questions of apportionment and 
revenue. 

There will be present at today’s meeting 
Senators and Representatives who at the 
last session prevented the enactment of a 
legislative apportionment measure which 
soine discredited Cook County politicians 
had prepared and insisted on “ jamming 
through.” 

Those members of the Legislature ap- 
preciate fully the necessity for a new, just, 
honest »pportionment and are prepared to 
make all reasonable concessions in order 
that one may be secured. It is believed that 
the other members who will be present will 
be actuated by the same spirit. 

It is most important that an agreement 
be arrived at so that a special session mey 
be called and the gerrymander apportion- 
ment of 1893 repealed: If that is not done 
the Democrats will be likely to carry the 
Legislature next year uniess the Re- 
publicans have a “ tidal wave” majority, 
which they have no reason to expect. 

If they get for their State ticket next year 
a majority of only 25,000 or 30,000, the 
chances are they will lose the Legislature 
under the present gerrymander. They may 
do so also in 1900. In that event there 
would be a Democratic Legislature to en- 
act another gerrymander good for the next 
ten years. 

Therefore there should be a spirit of 
harmony and concession shown at today’s 
meeting. There should be no insistence on 
personal interests and no attempt to make 
an apportionment for the benefit of indi- 
viduals, when that which is desired is one 
which shall be just to the Republican party. 

The Cook County members should bear 
this in mind above all others. For this 
county needs a special session in order that 
revenue legislation may be had. But if an 
apportionment is not agreed on in advance 
there will be no special session and no 
revenue’ legislation.. Therefore they, 
whether “machine” or “ anti-machine,” 
are the last men who ought to block an ap- 
portionment arrangement for personal 
reasons.

Discussion of the Currency Question— 
Objections to Retiring the 


New York Tribune (Rep.): As Secretary 
Gage is a practical man of ability and ex- 
tensive knowledge, it is probable that he 
does not expect Congress to adopt the cur- 
rency plan which he proposes. No doubt 
he knows that the Senate, as constituted 
this year and next, cannot be brought to 
authorize an issue of bonds expressly paya- 
ble, principal and interest, in gold, no mat- 
ter how clear or great the saving would be. 
Nor can he expect to convert this Congress 
to the idea that interest-bearing bonds 
should be issued in order to take up and hold 
idle in the Treastrry $200,000,000 of the legal 
tender notes. 

In other circumstances the proposal might 
prove of valuedn promoting a consolidation 
of the sound money strength upon a definite 
policy. But Secretary Gage, no doubt, be- 
came aware, during the last session of Con- 
gress, that a considerable number of earnest 
defenders of sound money would not consent 
to an iseue of bonds for retirement of part 
of the legal tenders, either in order to make 
room for more bank notes or for security 
against gold raids on the Treasury. There 
are also many who offer objections to any 


issue of bank notes against merchandise © 


or credits, and not secured by bonds de- 
posited. 

On the ground of expediency there ts likely 
to be yet more division. Many defenders of 
sound money think it not wise to attempt to 
formulate a definite change at a time when, 
in their opinion, no desirable change can be 
accomplished, and when nothing in the con- 
dition of the finances renders a change im- 
mediately necessary. They consider that 
the currency is safe now. and sure to be for 
some time to come, and that any argument 
in favor of a change must begin by raising 
doubts of its soundness, and dwelling upon 
dangers which are at all events not present 
and are beyond the reach of present reme- 
dies, but which cannot be urged as a rea- 
son for new measures without giving a 
weapon to the advocates of silver coinage or 
free State banking, and impairing to a 
greater or less extent the confidence which 
is so essential to prosperity. These Repub- 
licans would prefer (unwisely, if you please) 
not to attempt now what cannot be done 
now, but to leave the country undisturbed 
to increase month by month its confidence 
in the soundness of the currency and in the 
wisdom of the Republican national policy. 

Between those who find objections to de- 
tails proposed and those who hold it unwise 
to agitate until the party has the power to 
act, the sound money force will hardly be 
able to show its full strength in support of 
the Secretary. The silver men and Demo- 
crats will be quick to take advantage of this 
state of things, and will seek the prestige 
of defeating a measure proposed by the ad- 
ministration. It seems, therefore, too much 
to hope that either Secretary Gage’s or any 
other broad and comprehensive scheme can 
be carried through the present Congress. 


Annexation Our Historic Policy. 

New York Sun: Thereport of Secretary 
Bliss contains an interesting list of lands 
acquired by the government since its foun- 
dation. 

First, of course, come the cessions cf 
the Western Reserve, or the territory lying 
between the original thirteen States and 
the Mississippi. These cessions made by 
the States, gave the federal government 
258,504,129 acres. Then, in 1803, came the 
first of our annexations, the Louisiana pur- 
chase from France, 750,686,855 acres. It 
was followed, in 1819, by the Florida pur- 
chase from Spain, 35,264,500 acres. ‘Then 
came Texas, admitted to the union in 1845, 
with a gross area of 170,090,200 acres. The 
Mexican cession, under the treaty of 1848, 
brought us 329,628,255 acres, and it was in- 
creased three years later by the Gadsden 
purchase from Mexico, which yielded 29,142,- 
400 acres. The Texas purchase of 1850, com- 
prising parts of Colorado, Kansas, New 
Mexico, and Oklahoma, had added 62,266,0553. 

Thirty years ago occurred our last annex- 
ation thus far, that of Alaska, bought from 
Russia and containing 369,529,600 acres. 
Now it is time to enlarge our boundaries 
once more. The longest interval, before the 


present, between any two annexations sincc . 


the government was founded was the one 
between 1819 and 1845, which was twenty-six 
years. Hawaii seems scarcely a mouthful, 
with her area of 4,215,680 avres, or there- 
about; but it is territory pleading for an- 
nexation, and will serve to continue what is 
so clearly the historic policy of the country. 

The bottom motive of Mr. Cleveland’s 
laborious attempt to reverse the policy of 
his predecessor concerning the annexation 
of Hawaii is known only to Mr. Cleveland. 
When he comes to write his confessions 
perhaps we shall know. ; 

Meanwhile, the most charitable view of 
the withdrawal of the Harrison treaty, and 
the whole performance in which Paramount 
Blount figured as Mr. Cleveland's emissary, 
is that the Cleveland Hawaiian policy was 
merely an incidental manifestation of gen- 
eral mugwump philosophy, that odious and 
un-American creed. 

But that is of no importance now. The 
important fact is that the period of delay 
is about over. Two weeks from Monday the 
Senate will ‘meet in Washington, and will 
proceed in due time to ratify the contract of 
union between the great republic and the 
little. 

Thus, in spite of Mr. Cleveland’s disap- 
proval, in spite of the obstructions and post- 
ponement which his official opportunitics 
enabled him to throw in the way of manifest 
destiny, the hope of James Gillespie Riaine 
will be realized, and the work begun by John 
Leavitt Stevens will be complieted. 

Therefore, let every good American, rustic 
or urban citizen, rejoice.

Sixteen to One Free Silver Cause Peter- 
ing Out. 


New. York World (Dem.): There are un- 
mistakable indications that free silver coin- 
age will not be the dominating issue in the 
next Presidential election. 

The silver party has lost since last year 
the support of several of the more important 
countries that then adhered: to the cheaper 
metal. Japan in the East and San Salvador, 
Costa Rica, and other Central and South 
American republics have adopted the gold 
standard.’ There is no doubt that China is 
seriously considering the same step. Silver 
is used there now, as Li Hung Chang ex- 
plained to the World, at its real or com- 
mercial value, not at a fictitious flat valu- 
ation. India has not receded from its hos- 
tile attitude, and the great European nations 
have declined to confer with us on the ques- 
tion of bimetallism.

A remarkable stcry of the work of'the 
medicine men in the Indian communities is 
brought to light in a report which Captain 
C. E. Nordstrom, Indian Agent for the Pu- 
eblo and Jicarilla agency in New Mexico, 
has just submitted to Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs Jones. The affair took place on 
the Zufii reservation. Agent Nordstrom 
says: 

“The village of Zufii was recently the 
scene of an occurrence recalling all the hor- 
rors of the days when our godfearing ances- 
tors of New England piously devoted their 
neighbors and friends to the stake. A poor 
old woman, 75 or 80 years old, having been 
reported as a witch, the society of the priesta 
of the bow ordered her torture until she 
should confess. The emissaries of the socie- 
ty accordingly went to her house in the dead 
of night, dragged her from her bed, and al- 
most literally throwing her down the five 
stories to the ground, carried her off to the 
torture corral, where they tied her hands 
behind her, until, unable to endure the agony 
longer, she confessed to no one knows what. 
It was, however, sufficient to satisfy her 
judges, for she was let down and allowed to 
crawl back to her miserable abode as best 
she might. Here she lay for days, no one 
caring to go near her, or, if they had any 
compassion for her, they were afraid to dis- 
play it for fear of sharing her fame as a 
witch, together with the infliction of the 
same punishment. Two or three days after- 
wards Miss Dissette, the principal of the 
school, accOmpanied by her assistant, Miss 
Faurote, went to the old woman’s house, 
where she was found more dead than alive. 
For days this noble woman, at the probable 
risk of her life, and at the certain risk of the 
undying enmity of the priests of the bow, 
persisted in her heavenly ministrations to 
this poor old edeature, who finally was re- 
stored to health.”’

Commenting on the act, the agent says:

UNCLE SAM YIELDS A POINT. 


May Agree to Stop Seal Killing on 
the Pribylo? Islands for a 
Year. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—One of the. 


most important features of the Bering Sea 
negotiations, not heretofore disclosed, is 
that in the event that Great Britain and 
Canada consent to a suspension of pelagic 
sealing for one year the United States at the 
same time will agree to a suspension of all 
killing of seals for one year on the Pribylof 
Islarids, constituting the American seal pos- 
sessions in Bering Sea. As the islands are 
a part of United States territory no quest.on 
has ever arisen as to the right of the United 
States to do as it chose as to the seals while 
on land and within three miles of the shore, 
the three miles being a part of the islards 
according to international law. 

During the recent negotiations the Cana- 
dians took the ground that if any suspension 
was to occur it would be inequitable to ask 
them to suspend sealing in the outer waters 
while at the same time the United States 
persisted in sealing in the inner waters and 
on land. The contention of the United 
States was primarily for the suspension of 
pelagic sealing, but under the exigency of 
the case it was felt that if a suspenSion of 
pelagic sealing could be secured it would be 
reasonable to concede a similar suspension 
within our own territory. It was ‘in this 
form that the final propositions took shape. 


POSTAL SAVINGS COMMENDED. 


Wumerous Letters to the Postmaster 


General, and Congressional Ac- 
tion Probable. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—Postmaster 
General Gary Is receiving many letters re- 
garding the postal savings bank proposition 
urged by him in his annual report.

Grand Jury Appoints an In- 
vestigating Committee. 


WORK ON GUNNING CASE. 


George Birkhoff Jr. Is Named as. 
the Chairman. 


CONSPIRACY ALSO ALLEGED. 


The grand jury yesterday appointed a 
committee of five of its members, with 
George Birkhoff Jr. as chairman, to investi- 
gate the charges against South Town As- 
sessor Gunning and the evidence in the 
hands of the State’s Attorney. 

This is taken as a fair indication of the 
present humor of the grand jury. It has 
been common knowledge for a long time 
that Mr. Birkhoff is in the forefront of the 
movement against corrupt assessments. 
As President of the Real Estate board last 
year he assisted in framing the revenue law 
that was presented to the Legislature by 
the Real Estate board and the Civic feder- 
ation. He has given encouragement to 
every effort to bring corrupt tax officials 
to justice, and it is believed that no man 
could have been chosen at this time who 
would serve the public with stricter regard 
for the rights of the citizens and property- 
owners. 

Mr. Birkhoff’s efforts will probably be di- 
rected to prove to his colleagues the justice 
of returning indictments upon the charge of 
malfeasance in office. The law and the evi- 
dence were shown in THE TRIBUNE of yes- 
terday. 

That Gunning did not show his books; that 
he disobeyed the order of the court in the 
face of the statute’s explicit direction, and 
that he did not ‘‘ adjourn the Board of Re- 
view from day to day until they shall have 
finished hearing, of all cases presented to 
them ’’ are three points in which the rec- 
ords of the South Town office show that he 
violated the law ofthe State. 


Charge of Conspiracy. 


When the grand jury has disposed of this 
charge it will have another to consider. This 
is a charge of conspiracy, and Clerk Benja- 
min Barnett will be united with Assessor 
Gunning init. Barnett voted with Gunning 
after the first day of the smothered Board of 
Review, June 28, and thus made it possible 
for Gunning to carry out his program of not 
showing his books, and of hearing no .om- 
plaints, and nullifying the law. It is gen- 
erally believed that this charge against both 
Gunning and Barnett will be established by 
the same line of evidence as the first one 
against Gunning, of malfeasance. Lawyers 
holMi that the records of the court and the 
South Town office will be quite suffieient. 

What the public generally thinks about the 
movement in its present state against Gun- 
ning is suggested by comments made yestcr- 
day by President D. D. Healy of the County 
board. As a member of the County board's 
Financial committee, he had an opportunity 
to learn something of assessments in the 
South Town at the time it was considering 
the appeals of several hundred angry prop- 
erty-owners. 


What Mr. Healy Says. 

Mr. Healy said in rélation to the matter: 

‘If it is impossible to punish this man 
Gunning on the showing that has been made 
there is something radically wrong with the 
laws: The statute states very plainly what 
the Assessor shall do; and it seems that in 
other counties it is possible to bring As- 
sessors to book for similar actions. 

‘A poor fellow who steals a loaf of bread 


4s indicted; but in the case of a public official 


some influence is brought to bear to save 
him. 

“It is outrageous the way Gunning has 
acted. He got a lawyer to advise him how 
to bring about legal delays; and as soon as 
his books were closed he started away from 
the city to enjoy himself.”’ 


Affdavit in Messinger Case. 


One of the most.notable cases which the 
County board had to consider, and in fact 
the only one involving personal property 
upon which it felt it could act, was that of 


, William D. Messinger of the firm of W. D. 


Messinger & Co., 179 Randolph street. At 
this time Mr. Messinger filed an affidavit 
with the County board which narrates his 
experience in dealing with Gunning. The 
affidavit is still on file with the board, and 
may be shown to the grand jury, forit bears 
directly upon the charges now being made 
against Gunning. 

Mr. Messinger states that he received a 
ecard from Gunning on June 25 upon which 
it was stated that his stock of merchandise 
was ‘‘subject to assessment at $200,000." 
He had in past years been assessed at $13,750, 
and made haste to see the Assessor to learn 
what the advance meant. 


His Interview with Gunning. 


He describes his interview with Gunning 
as follows: 

“After some conversation Mr. Gunning 
said: ‘I don’t want you to file a schedule. 
You may simply give me a pencil mem- 
orandum of what you have just stated as to 
values and then have confidence in your 
Assessor and the assessment will be made to 
your entire satisfaction.’ I replied that I 
could not see wherein a pencil memorandum 
would aid him more than the statement 
which I had just made and that I desired to 
have a fair assessment of my property 
equal to the assessments levied on other 
similar stocks of merchandise. Mr. Gun- 
ning’s reply was: ‘* You must have entire 
confidence in your Assessor and you will 
find that the assessment will be entirely 
satisfactory.’*I asked Mr. Gunning if this 
was all the satisfaction he could give me. 
He replied that it was, but that I might see 
him again.’? 


Protest Never Heard Of. 


Mr. Messinger filed his protest with the 
Town Board of Review; but it went the 
way of the 300 others and was never heard 
of. He adds: 

“On or about July 1a stranger called 
upon me and represented that his name 
was Barnett and asked me if the 
assessment on my personal property had 
been made satisfactory to me. ... He 
then said that if I would withdraw it [a 
protest], he would fix itforme. I agked him 
how he could fix it. He said that ‘ That was 
all right.’ ‘ That he was a brother of the 
Clerk of the Town of South Chicago and a 
friend of Mr. Gunning.’ I asked him if he 
talked with authority and he replied that 
he did. That whatever he should do tn the 
matter would be approved by Mr. Gunning. 


I then asked him what evidence I would have | 


that the assessment would be made satis- 
factory to me. He then replied that he 
would bring me a written statement signed 
by Mr. Gunning that the assessment would 
be fixed at the amount agreed upon. I 
stated that my property should be assessed 
at $6,000, and he replied that he would have 
it so assessed and would bring Mr. Gun- 
ning’s written statement to that effect upon 
the payment of $500.”’ 


The remainder of the affidavit is taken | 


up with a statement of the efforts of Bar- 
rett to induce Messinger to accept his 
eervices, and the affiant’s complaint to the 
County board. 

The grand jury decided to ruah through 
the docket cases and a large number were 
placed on the call for today and tomorrow. 
This indicates that the Gunning matter will 
mot be reached again before Friday, and 
perhaps not before next week.

Complications Arising Under the Early 
Interpretation ef the Dingley Bill 
Will Have to Be Adjusted by the 
Law Tribunals—Proposed Arbitra- 
tion Treaty with Great Britain Has 
Not Advanced Beyond the Prelimi- 


mary Stages. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—It is not im- 
probable that the questions involved in dis- 
criminating Section 22 of the new tariff act 
will be brought to the courts for final deter- 
mination. Information has reached the 
Treasury department that, during the pend- 
ency of the questions before the Attorney 
General, the collectors at a number of ports 
assessed the 10 per cent discriminating duty 
on transit good from Canada under consular 
seal as well as upon goods produced in 
Canada. 

One of these invoices was for a considera- 
ble quantity of china, which arrived at Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mich., from Dresden Under con- 
sular seal. An appeal in this case, it is said, 
already has been taken to the board of 
general appraisers at New York. This board 
under the law is not bound by the opinions 
of the Attorney General or those of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the courts alone 
having authority to review its findings. In 
case of a decision by the board assessing the 
discriminating duty, it is almost certain that 
the importers will take an appeal. 


DENIAL AS TO ARBITRATION. 


Negotiations with Great Britain Have 
Not Advanced Beyond the Pre- 
liminary Suggestion. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—It is stated 
from an authoritative source that no recent 
negotiations have occurred between Secre- 
tary Sherman and Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador, concerning a new ar- 
bitration treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain; that no exchange of notes 
has occurred between Mr. Sherman and 
Lord Salisbury on this subject, and that Sir 
Julian has not spoken of the matter since 
he returned to Washington some weeks ago 
from London> ‘These explicit statements 
were called out by detailed reports recently 
published, one of them being sent from 
Washington to a London newspaper to the 
effect that negotiations on the new treaty 
had progressed to the final stage; that it 
would be an emasculated version of the 
former Olney-Paunécefote treaty, and that 
it was now so far along that it would be sub- 
mitted to the Senate soon after it assembled. 

According to an official source, the little 
that has been done is far short of comple- 
tion. Thus far it has not gone beyond a 
preliminary suggestion that negotiations be 
resumed. There has not been even the first 
stage of negotiations on a new treaty. Not 
a note on the subject has been exchanged 
since Mr. Sherman entered the State de- 
partment, so the alleged phrases from Lord 
Salisbury’s notes are said to be manifestly 
conjectural, as Lord Salisbury has sub- 
mitted no notes in any way touching the 
question. Necessarily the negotiation of a 
treaty of such importance would be a work 
of much time and would call forth many 
notes, as was the case when the Olney- 
Pauncefote treaty resulted from a year’s 
correspondency between Secretary Olney, 
Lord Salisbury, and Sir Julian Pauncefote. 


Per Contra. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[New York 
World.]—A new treaty of arbitration is now 
being negotiated between the governments 
of the United States and of Great Britain. 

The failure of the Cleveland-Olney arbi- 
tration treaty rejected by the Senate last 
summer has not deterred President McKin- 
ley from attempting a new compact between 
this government and Great Britain. 

The outlines of a new treaty have already 
been submitted to Lord Salisbury. It was 
prepared by the department of State. Sir 
Julian Pauncefote has been authorized by his 


government to complete the details of the - 


new treaty. This is a most important point, 
as the defeat of the Olney treaty by the 
Senate last spring, after England had signed 
the compact, was regarded as an affront 
not easily overcome. The new treaty will be 
completed in time to be presented to the 
Senate during the coming session. I am 


able to announce the skeleton of the treaty 
as it was laid before the British Foreign 


Office. 
Draft of the Treaty. 


Compared with the treaty negotiated by 
Secretary Olney, the new one will be far 
less binding. The points are brief. First of 
all, the provision in the late treaty provid- 


ing that when diplomacy failed to adjust 


differences they should be referred to arbi- 
trators is cutout. No permanent tribunal is 
to be established. The Senate and the Brit- 
ish government will, whenever disputes 
arise, each have power to determine whether 
the dispute in question is a proper one for 
arbitration. If it should be so determined, 
then both governments will agree upon a 
board of arbitrators created or chosen for 
the occasion. 

To explain the value of this point, it took 
six years for the government at Washington 
and of Great Britain to determine whether 
the Bering Sea difference should be referred 
to arbitration. 


According to the new treaty, whenever a 


difference arises between the two govern- 


ments which diplomacy fails to adjust, ther 


the Senate and the British government will 
firet consider whether the dispute is one 
which shall be referred to arbitration or not. 
If they agree that it is, a suitable arrange- 
ment binding the two countries to an agreed 
upon course and the appointment of arbi- 
trators will be carried out. 


Sober Second Thought Provided For. 


Practically the actual results of the treaty 
a8 now contemplated mean that there shall 
be arbitration when both governments are 
willing to arbitrate, and not otherwise. The 
principle is upheld, and in case of clash the 
two nations could not rush headlong into 
war, but would be compelled to wait to see 
whether arbitration was possible. This 
would insure a ‘sober second thought ”’ 
anyway. President McKinley is not @is- 
posed to antagonize the Senate, and his long 
experience in Congress makes him prudent, 
He will not attempt the impossible, as Cleve- 
land did. He is therefore preparing the 
kind of arbitration treaty not that he wants 
but that the Senate wants and will surely 


ratify. 


Lord Salisbury smiles blandly and assents. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote now has full author- 
ity to perfect the details of the complete 
treaty, based on the skeleton previously 
submitted to his government. It will not be 
necessary to send the completed treaty to 
London again for approval. 

The whole subject is*wrapped in a mantle 
of secrecy as dense as the plague of dark- 
ness that once overhung the land of Egypt. 
The above is accurate, however. ‘

“The Story of Japan,’’ by R. Van Berger 
(American Book company), intended more es- 
pecially for younger readers, gives a remarkably 
clear and intelligent idea of the people and of the 
leading events and influences which have shaped 
its wonderful progress during the last twenty-five 
years. Along with the thread of historical events 
running throughout the book are given many in- 
cidents and characteristic stories to illustrate 
the manners and customs and prevalent ideas at 
different periads. And all this is done with singu- 
lar skill and good judgment.. As a kind of first- 
reader it is the best book on Japan that has ap- 
peared. 

‘The Ian Maclaren Year Book,’’ published by 
Dodd, Mead & Co., carries out the present 
tendency of the talented author to devote himself 
to theology rather than to fiction. More than 
three-fourths of the 365 daily readings from his 
works here arranged in year-book form are taken 
from ‘*‘ The Mind of the Master,’’ ‘‘ The Cure of 
Souls.’’ and other of his theological writings, and 
only a small proportion is devoted to the pure gems 
of human sentiment that captivated the wor-d 
in his **‘ Beside the Bonnie Brier Bush.’’ But the 
selections are well chosen, and to the large por- 
tion of the human race that enjoys its literature 
in the form of a string of beads it may be con- 
fidently commended. An exquisitely etched por- 
trait of the author prefaces the volume. 


DRONES GET OUT OF KLONDIKE. 


Gamblers and Non-Producers Driven 
Out of Dawson City by the 
Miners. 


Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 21.—The gamblers 
and idlers of Dawson City are being com- 
pelled to go down the Yukon River to Fort 
Yukon to get winter supplies. According 
to John Knutson, who left Dawson in Sep- 
tember, these non-producers are being sent 
away by the mine owners and storekeepers 
in order that the food supplies at Dawson 
may be retained for actual producers of 
gold. Knutson says that before he left 
some of the miners who had been on the 
Yukon for years foresaw the danger of a 
food shortage, and advised the agents of the 
trading companies to sell to producers only, 
and in small quantities. It was practically 
decided then that if no more supplies got 
up the river the non-producers should be re- 
quested to move where food was obtainable. 
In this matter the mine owners and the 
storekeepers will work together, as both 
desire to prevent the curtailment of this 
winter’s gold production because of lack of 
food. 

Knutson says that hundreds of tender- 
feet who rushed in this fall without a win- 
ter supply of provisions will have to cut 
wood for the trading companies for grub 
on which to Hvev Some of them may get 
jobs cutting wood for use in the mines, but 
the great majority will have to move to Fort 
Yukon. Knutson spent all his money in 
March, 1895, purchasing a Yukon outfit. 
Now he owns interests in four rich claims, 
including two on E! Dorado Creek, and con- 
siders himself worth half a million dollars.

World’s Wheat Shipments Chiefly 
from This Country—Northwestern 
Receipts Are Still Away Over Those 
of Last Year — Slightly Stronger 
Feeling Developed in Provisions— 
Narrow Ranges in Corn and Oats— 
Neo Features in Privilege Trade. 


One of the most important considerations 
in an exceedingly dull wheat market was 
the visible supply showing. For a number 
of weeks the increases have been much 
greater than anticipated. Yesterday, how- 
ever, the visible in- 
crease of 735,000 bu 
was less than half the 
increase confidently 
expected. The world's 
shipments were lib- 
eral at 9,878,000 bu, 
against 9,262,000 bu 
the previous week, 
‘and 9,873,000 bu the 
corresponding week 
last year. As Rus- 
sian contributions 
showed a sharp fall- 
ing off from the previ- 
ous week and the 
American shipments 
were more than two- 
thirds of the total 
quantity put afloat, this showing could 
not be construed as bearish. The Engligh 
visible supply increased 2,020,000 bu and the 
quantity on passage increased 160,000 bu. 
The routine Monday statistics were much 
more favorable to holders than fora number 
of weeks. The Northwestern movement 
was liberal at 1,871 cars, against 1,366 a week 
ago and 770 a yearago. Local receipts show 
a decided excess over last year at 173 cars 
against 81 cars. The effect of the Mberal 
primary recefpts, aggregating 1,641,000 bu, 
was in a measure offset by exceptionally 
heavy cleararices. Including the postings 
for Newport News the total wheat and flour 
exports were equivalent to 603,000. bu. 


Market Dall and Easily Influenced. 


The characteristic feature of the pit trade 
was the continued and perhaps aggravated 
dullness. There was no conspicuous trad- 
ing on either side, and small sales or pur- 
chases were sufficient to affect quotations. 
May was relatively firmer than December 
wheat during the greater part of the ses- 
son. At one time the December premium 
was down to 4c. The feeling early in the 
day and after a fairly steady opening was 
easy on the indifferent cables. Liverpool 
opened with a fractional concession and 
showed spot wheat unchanged and futures 
\4@t4d lower. Paris was 10 centimes lower 
on the near-by delivery and Antwerp was 
unchanged to 12% centimes lower. A num- 
ber of minor considerations combined to 
close the market at about the best prices of 
the day, and, in the case of May wheat, at 
calls. The prediction of a cold wave was 
a help, as was the report of export busi- 
ness done at New York for Algiers. San 
Francisco reported three cargoes taken for 
South Africa, and expressed the opinion Aus- 
tralia will have little if any export surplus on 
account of the deterioration of the crop dur- 
ing the last thirty days. Confirmation was 
received of the estimates of 160;000,000 bu 
shortage in breadstuffs in Russia proper and 
120,000,000. bu shortage in feedstuffs. The 
New York export business for Saturday was 
placed at 212,000 bu, with takings yesterday 
up to the close of Change of 22 loads. The 
mest conspicuous commission house buying 
was of May wheat by Allen-Grier and Bald- 
win-Gurney. The local cath market was 
quiet, with no relative change in prices, but 
with a little better demand for soft spring 
wheat from interior millers. 

There was a little advance in provisions on 
lighter receipts of hogs than anticipated. 
There seems to be a feeling that a liberal 
run of hogs this week has been fully dis- 
counted. The speculative offerings were 
not large, and there was some buying by 
the Chicago Packing company and the Cud- 
ahy Packing company. The shipments of 
product last week were large and the show- 
ing..of. seaboard .clearances was excellent. 
Exports of lard were slightly larger than 
for the corresponding week last year at 
10,352,000 Ibs, while the exports of meats 
were 29,221 boxes, against 22,408 boxes.

The best friends corn had could not con- 
vince themselves it was much of a market.

While No Large Volume of Business Is 
Being Done the Market Is Firm and 
Prices Well Maintained — Supreme 
Court Makes a Roling of Special In- 
tereit to Iron Men in This State— 
Coal Unseasonably Quiet. . 


All branches of the iron trade are quiet 
without being weak, and prices are almost 
stationary. Billets are a little off through 
sales of surplus stock by users. Nails have 
dropped a little because of an inactive mar- 
ket. On the other hand, hoops and bands 
are $1 a ton higher, and a further advance 
is talked of. Rivets and bolts are slowly 
creeping upwards. The tendency of finished 
material seems to be generally in that dir 
rection. 

Pig tron looks strong. Sellers are not 
searching for trade, as they once did. They 
are well sold up, at least for the present, and 
are making no concessions either for quick 
or future deliveries. Negotiations for next 
year’s business are not yet made freely, for 
neither buyer nor seller is quite ready. 
Some trade of that character, however, has 
recently been closed. There are practically 
no pig iron stocks on hand, and if buyers 
take their material, as contracted for, the 
foundation exists locally for a firm market, 
even if buying for several months proves 
inconsiderable. One local sale was made 
last week for 4,000 tons or more, and a num- 
ber in lots ranging from 1,000 tons down- 
ward. Transactions in Southern. grades 
were small, but were widely scattered, in- 
dicating a large field from which business 
may spring up., Quotations are: Lake Su- 
perior charcoal, $13.00; local coke, No, 1, 
$11.50: No. 2, $11.00; No. 8, $10.50; local

A question of considerable interest to the 
iron trade, and particularly to the furnace- 
men and foundrymen, has just been decided 
by the Supreme Court of Ilinois. Some doubt has 
existed in the minds of the trade as to whether 
the ordinary sales memorandums were binding 
contracts so as to compel the purchaser to take 
the iron mentioned in them. It has been supposed 
that these contracts giving the purchaser the 
right to take a certain que nty of iron within a 
definite caries, as he might choose to order the 
same, were in the nator of option agreements 
and void, but the Supreme Court decides not only 
that they are valid and enforcible, but that their 
terms cannot be varied by parol testinféOny. In 
the case in question Church & McMurdy, repre- 
senting the Iroquois Furnace company, succeeded 
in maintaining the proposition that the sales 
memorandum constituted the contract between 
the parties, and that qvhere, according to that 
memorandum, the sale was by sample, the pur- 
chaser could not be poveeenee to prove that some 
other standard was SSopiee The Supreme Court 
decides that Vierling, Dowell & C o., who were 

ers of the contract in question, must pay 
the enflre difference between the contract price 
and the market price. As the contract was made 
at the beginning of the pens and covered a con- 
side le period of time, during which iron steadi- 
ly fell, the case has attracted considerable atten- 
tion in the iron trade. The court goes the whole 
length and gives the furnace-men the right to sue 
and recover on all these sales memorandums as 

alid contracts. 

Lake freights have been advanced on anthra- 
cite coal, but the market: shows very little im- 
provement in either demand or prices. Purchases 
are for immediate requirement only. bitu- 
minous coal there is still a very good ‘seal for 
the better grades, and shippers are behind in 
their orders.

New York Dry Geods, 


NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—The market for dry goods 
opened with continued dull conditions, although 
there has been no further sagging, due to the fact 
that the concessions made by manufacturers have 
reached their limit.

‘MUST CHOOSE E LUETGERT JUDGE 


Court Announces That Counsel in Sau- 
sagemaker’s Case Will Have 
_ to Decide Today. 


The attorneys for the State and the de- 
fense in the Luetgert case failed to agree 
yesterday in regard to the time and the 
Judge for a second trial, and the case will 
be called again today at 10 o'clock. Judge 
Horton, before whom the case will come, 
announced yesterday that some kind of an 
agreement would have to be reached today 
or the case will be removed from the docket. 

A compromise probably will be made by 
Attorney Phalen and the State’s Attorneys, 
and the case will be set for the first day of 
the December tetm, the first Monday of next 
month. As there is only one more weck of 
the November term, including a holiday, the 
State probably will agree to the short post- 
ponement. Attorney. Phalen_has decided to 
ask Judge Horton for a change of venue. 
The application will be made to satisfy a 
whim of Luetgert’s. Attorney Phalen says 
he is not particular as to who else tries the 
case. 

Liaretgert was not bréught into court. 
State's Attorney Deneen, Assistant State's 
Attorney McEwen, and Attorney Phaien 
met in the former's office and talked over the 
matter before they went into the court- 
room. They were not able to agree, as the 
State's Attorneys did not want a postpone- 
ment, nor did they desire to have the case 
taken into another court. The State’s At- 
torney’s say that Judge Horton is the proper 
Judge to try the case, as he is holding court 
in Judge Tuthill’'s place, and the Cronin 
trial is looked upon as a good precedent that 
a case should be retried in the same court.

New York, Nov. 22.—[Special,]—Late this 
afternoon it was rumored on Wall street 
that the long pending differences betwen 
the sugar trust and the Arbuckles, who 
thought they controlled the coffee market, 
had been adjusted on a substantial and last- 
ing basis. The rumor.was given currency 
long after the exchanges closed, and so could 
not affect the sugar market. No confirma- 
tion or denial of the rumor could be ob- 
tained. It was further hinted that the Have- 
meyers capitulated to’tlie ¢offee men, and 
that the price of coffee would be sent up 
as a consequence, while sugar. Rs keep 
it company or soar much higher. — 

The fight between the H ers and 
the Arbuckles dates back neat years. 
The Arbuckles had for years sold. a, brand 
of coffee known as “ Ariosa,"’. They also 
sold’ sugar in two-pound . This 
sugar they bought from the “Havemeyers, 
and as the Arbuckles used enormous quan- 
tities they made a demand upon the sugar 
trust for a proportionate reduction in price 
to them. This the Havemeyers refused to 
concede, and then the fight began, the Ar- 
buckles declaring they would also manu- 
facture sugar in opposition to the sugar 
trust. 

The Havemeyers took them at their word 
and rg rad bought the Woolson spice 
mills at Toledo, O., which were converted

The lake lines continue to take the bulk 
of east-bound freight business out of Chi- 


“cago. Last week’s lake shipments from 


Chicago to the East reached the unprece- 
‘dented total, for this season of the year, of 
(116,168 tons, against 84,954 tons for the 


| previous week. 


On the other hand, the east-bound roads 
from Chicago are doing a smaller business 
than they have ever done before at this sea- 
gon of the year. Last week’s through ship- 
ments by the ten east-bound roads amounted 
to only 82,277 tons, against 53,187 tons for 
the corresponding week last year. This sit- 
uation is still further aggravated by the 
fact that the two Pennsylvania lines, the 
Fort Wayne and Pan Handle roads, took ' 
40.5 per cent of the total shipments, and the 
Big Four and Nickel Plate roads 21.2 per 
cent, leaving only 38.3 per cent to the other 
The two strong Vanderbilt lines, 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Central, car- 
ried only 11 per cent, and the Grand Trunk 


. secured only 2 per cent. 


Secret cutting and manipulating of rates 
is said to be responsible for this uneven dis- 
tribution of the business. The Grand Trunk, 
which secured only 648 tons of freight at 
Chicago last week, is said to threaten to 
make an open reduction in the rates if a 
change in the situation is not effected at 
once,

‘Louis east-bound roads will meet in this 


city the latter part of this week to con- 
sider measures for stopping the present de- 
moralization in rates. The Board of Con- 
trol of the Joint Traffic association about two 
weeks ago referred the matter to a commit- 
tee of three trunk line Presidents. But this 
committee found itself unequal to meet the 
emergency, and for this reason the Presi- 
dents of the east-bound roads have been re- 
quested to meet and effect a change in the 
situation if possible. :

RAILWAY LEAGUE WISHES TO PUSH 
ITS CRAFT FOR CERTAIN JOBS. 


Avowed Object of Remodeled Associa- 
tion Is to Deal in Public Affairs— 
Two Hundred Delegates from 4 
Dosen States Meet—Committee, in 
Which Illinois Will Be Represent~- 
ed, Will Call on President and Ask 
Railroad Man for Commissioner. 


principles, the American Railway league has 
become a full-fledged political organization. 
Hereafter it will be known as the Railway 
Employés and Telegraphers’ Political 
League of America. Its proclaimed object 
is to deal entirely in State and national poli- 
tics, chiefly on legislative lines. Behind this, 
however, is the desire and the determination 
to secure recognition, elective and appoint- 
Ave, for railroad men. This is shown in the 
fact that a movement is on foot to secure the 
appointment by President McKinley of a 
railroad man on the Interstate Commerce 
commission as successor to Colonel William 
R. Morrison. 

, The grand officers of the league have 
been delegated to call upon the Pres-. 
ident and present their claims. They 
have no one selected for the place, but 
a vote for choice is being taken among the 
members. Whoever a majority of them 
names will be recommended. It is under- 
stood that the league has been. asked by 
Senator Cullom to support David T. Littler 
of Springfield, and by the friends of General 
John McNulta, who, it seems, is after the 
job, to throw its influence to him. There is 
also a strong movement on behalfof Colonel 
Lawrence of Galesburg. Behind him area 
number of the leading railroad officials of 
the country. 


Special Session in Chicago. 


These things developed at a special session 
of the league held in the Masonic Temple 
yesterday. Two hundred delegates were 
present from Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Ken- 
tucky, Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and West Vir- 
ginia. Among the prominent leaders were; 

R. 8S. Kayler, Railway Commissioner of Ohio, 
national chairman; Joseph Flory, Railway Com- 
missioner of Missouri; J. H. Goss, St. Paul; 
Richard Gardner, Milwaukee; B. B. Ray, secre- 
tary of Illinois Railway and Warehouse Commis- 
sion, Springfield; J. R. Willis of Iowa; J. W. 
Callahan, yardmaster of the Belt line, and G. W. 
Lovejoy, yardmaster of the Chicago, Lake Shore 
and Eastern road, Chicago; J. C. MacGarr of the 
Monon, Chicago; T. N. Tiley and C. E. Duell of 
the Big Four road, Mattoon, Ill.; George Farling 
of the Burlington road, Mendota; D. W. Ross of 
the Illinois Central, Chicago; and C. H. Knight, 
Railway Inspector of Ohio, Columbus. 

They met as “The American Railway 
league,’’ and adjourned with the name 
changed to *“ Railway Employés and Tele- 
graphers’ Political League of America.”’ 
The important reason given for taking a new 
name was to divest the organization of every 
similarity to the defunct American Railway 
union. Members explained that they were 
constantly hampered in their work by meet- 


tions. 


Send Men to Legislatures. 


It is proposed to work for the election of 
railway men to the Legishatures of the sev- 
eral States, where they can secure the pas- 
sage of laws that will be beneficial both to 
the employés and the railroads. The claim 
is made that there are 75,000 railway em- 
ployés in this State, all voters, and that 
within the next year 75 per cent of them 
will be members of league clubs. 

A resolution was adopted instructing the 
grand officers to visit Washington, call upon 
President McKinley, and urge him to ap- 
point a railroad man when Colonel Morri- 
son's term expires. It is also expected the 
President will recognize the league by fill- 
ing a number of ‘minor offices with railroad 
men. G.' W. Lovejoy is slated for Deputy 
United States Marshal, and J. W. Callahan 
is on the list for an appointment as Special 
Agent of the Treasury. Illinois will be rep- 
resented on the delegation that goes to 
Washington about Dec. 1 by B. B. Ray. 


METHODIST CHURCH CONGRESS 


Dr. Hayes of Evanston Delivers an Ad- 
dress at Pittsburg on the Perils 
of Revivals. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 22.—[Special.]—** The 
Revival: Its Power and Perils,’’ was the 
subject of a masterly address by D. A. 
Haves, Ph. D., of Northwestern University, 
Evanston, Ill., before the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church Congress, which formally opened 
in Christ Church today. Dr. Hayes began 
by calling his hearers’ attention to the 
last revival in the institution from which he 
comes. ‘** That revival,’ he said, “ resulted 
in that institution sending converts to al! 
parts of the world. The right kind of a 
revival will affect a whole nation. Witness 
the last Methodist revival in England.’’’ 

The speaker deplored the introduction of 
professionalism into revivals. Machine 
methods effected little good, he said, and 
while a few may have felt a slight relief, 
they knew in their own hearts that there 
had been no complete conversion. He said 
that too many Methodists are today running 
the church on this machine method with a 
programed service. This was not exactly 
the rulé followed by the God-made Metho- 
dist. He said: 

“It is not to be wondered at that there 
are many deserters at every crisis in the 
church under such circumstances as these. 
The word Christ was intended as a con- 
tinuous message—spring, summer, autumn, 
and winter—and not intended only for two 
wecks’ vigorous use during a revival season. 
Then when a revival comes it will be as a 
spontaneous outburst of devotion and re- 
ligion, the accumulations of a whole year. 
These two weeks revivals are calculated to 
produce more excitement and spiritual ex- 
cessses than actual good. In the Metho- 
dist Church there should be a continual 
revival. The Methodist Church can afford 
to do without its scholarships for its young 
men. What it wants more is fewer schajars 
pe Fn eer tual workers. 

“ The Methodist preacher is pled ed 
one thing, that is the spread ane Seaamaen 
of the gospel. We are falling into the habit 
of pulling off all direct evangelistic efforts 
into two weeks or perhaps a month of re- 
vival meetings in the winter. We apply 
the strenuousness of our effort then as a 
salve to our conscience for the neglect of all 
aggressive work along this line in the re- 
maining eleven months of the year. We be- 

lieve the revival is essential in Methodism.” 


BERRY ADVISES CHURCH UNION. 


English Federationist Talks to Clergy 
of Several Denominations Ad- 
vocating Amalgamation. 


The Rev. Charles A. Berry, 
of the Evangelical federation, addressed the 
Chicago clergy in the Y. M. C. A. Building 
yesterday morning on the subject: “ Fea. 
eration or Unity.’’ The usual Monday morn- 
ing services of the ministers were aban- 
doned for the occasion and a number of lay- 
men were present. On the platform were 
representatives of several denominations. 
including Dr. Mandeville and Dr. Whee ler 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Bishop 
Cheney of the Reformed Episcopal! Church, 
and Dr. McPherson, who presided, of the 
Presbyterian Church. Professor W. D. Mac- 
kenzie of the McCormick Theological Semi- 
nary introduced him to the audience.

It is taken for granted in the City Hall 
that one of the last bids for the five year 
garbage contract will be accepted, and the 
contract given to Mulcaire & Burke, the 
lowest bidders. Mayor Harrison was too 
busy yesterday to take up the matter, but 
he will get around to it in a few days, and 
then it will be decided. Speaking of these 
last bids, the Mayor said: 

“They seem to be fair enough, and, hastily 
glancing at them, I do not see any special 
fault to be found with them. I was always 
afraid of the Murphy bid on the first ad- 
vertisement, and thought seriously of throw- 
ing it out altogether. It was so much lower 
than the others, however, I deemed it my 
duty to give Murphy a chance to show 
whether he could carry out the contract if 
it were awarded to him, and he was cer- 
tainly allowed every opportunity. We re- 
advertised to see if lower. figures could not 
be secured than those in the other bids, 
and, to an extent, succeeded. There is not 
the wide difference in the second lot of bids 
that there was in the first, and they give 
no external evidence of having been ma- 
nipulated.’’

An Alderman has devised a scheme where- 
by the members of the Council can raise 
their own salaries during their term of office, 
the constitutional provision to the contrary 
notwithstanding. All that is necessary is 
the approval of the Mayor, who says he 
must admire its ingenuity although he has 
doubts @s to its legality. 

The statute in fixing the pay of Aldermen 
and village trustees prohibits any of them 
from voting for an increase of pay durirg 
the term for which they are elected. 

The inventor of the scheme proposes to get 
around this by dividing the present City 
Council into two bodies—the thirty-four 
elected in 1896 and the thirty-three elected 
in 1897—and introducing two ordinances, one 
to raise the pay of each body. The thirty- 
four elected in 1896, constituting a qucrum 
of the present Council, which contains only 
sixty-seven members, will pass the ordi- 
nance raising to $1,500 a year the pay of the 
thirty-three elected in 1897, none of the lat- 
ter voting for it. Then the thirty-three ]8?7 
men, together with one 1896 Alderman. will 
pass the ordinance the 1896 men wat so 
badly. This would leave the one 1896 inan 
voting for the second ordinance out in the 
cold, as he could not receive the increased 
pay, having voted for it himself, but the 
proposition is to make it up to him by priv- 
ate subscription.

-RUSHWORTH PAYS HIS FINE. 


Champion of Slandered Girl, Who 
Forced Strohm to Apologize, Ac- 
cepts Punishment Smiling. 


Isaac Rushworth paid the city $15 yester- 
day for the privilege of making E. H. 
Strohm, the medical student, kneel in Jack- 
son boulevard at Laflin street and apologize 
for derogatory remarks about a young 
woman. After considering the matter three 
days, Justice Doyle at the Desplaines Street 
Police Station said he was convinced Rush- 
worth was armed with a curling iron and 
not a revolver, but that in view of the lack 
of evidence to sustain, Rushworth’s state- 
ment regarding the alleged slander he would 
have to convict Rushworth of disorderly 
conduct and fine him $15. 

Rushworth could have saved the fine, his 
lawyer thinks, if he had been willing to 
have the young woman testify or if he had 
asked for a jury. Rushworth was unwilling 
to take the last named course owing to the 
excitement the case was causing the girl. 
He refused to take an appeal for the same 
reason and paid his fine. He said that he 
had had the worth of his money five times 
over. 

In the afternoon Strohm appeared in 
Justice Sabath’s court in the role of a pris- 
oner, while Rushmore took his place as com- 
plainant. Strohm was arrested on complaint 
of Rushmore on charges of disorderly con- 
duct, but as neither was ready to proceed 
with the hearing the case was continued 
until Nov. 30 at 2 p. m.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Legisiation adverse to the insurance companies 
is not attracting as much attention as ‘s customary 
at this time of year, owing to the fact that few 
of the State Assemblies meet in 1898. The Geor- 
gia Legisiature in session is considering a bill, 
however, which is looked upon with suspicion by 
the life companies. It has been recommended by 
the Insurance committee and has a good prospect 
of being enacted. It requires that where a suit is 
brought in any court in the State upon a policy of 
life insurance the defendant must put on deposit 
in the court where the suit is begun a sum equal 
to all the premiums received on the policy, with 
interest from the time the suit is filed until de- 
fense igs begun before any testimony can be 
offered by the defendant. If the decision is ih 
favor of the defendant the money must be paid 
to the defendant less the court costs. The bill is 
looked upon with especial disfavor, as a company 
which holds a frauduient policy, even if it is so 
proved, must pay back the premium received with 
interest and cannot charge for carrying the in- 
surance.

Topeka, Kas., Nov. 22.—{Special.)—United 
States District Judge Foster today refused to give 
the Travelers’ Insurance company an injunction 
against Insurance Commissioner McNall to pre- 
vent him from making an examination of the 
books of the company. While‘the result is a vic- 
tery for McNall, it savors of defeat for him, for 
Judge Foster used vigorous terms in speaking of 
the examinations of insurance companies made at 
the instance of the Insurance commissioner. Judge 
Foster says that there is no doubt that the exam- 
inations have been superficial and the charges 
exorbitant, but he says that he would not be justi- 
fied in granting an injunction on the ground 
that the.Travelers feared the examination to be 
made of their company would be superficial and 
the charges exorbitant. Speaking of McNall’s 
power Judge Foster said: 

*‘ Certain it is that this power might be abused 

by en unscrupulous officer, and yet it is not ap- 
parent that such apprehended danger justifies 
the complainant in seeking the aid of a court 
of equity to restrain the defendart from proceed- 
ing to make an investigation, provided grounds 
exist which justify an examination. The conduct 
of the defendant, as shown by the evidence in this 
and other cases before the court, has been so in- 
defensible and repugnant to the mind of every 
right thinking man that it is difficult to give 
him credit for an honest purpose in his proposed 
examination, and yet we have to observe and fol- 
low the rvle of law which may be cited as a 
precedent for an honest, cons¢ientious incumbent 
of the office,’’ 
gna the compary’s affairs, Judge Foster 
said: 
**It cannot be said that there is an entire ab- 
sence of evidence to justify the proposed examina- 
tion by the defendant, inasmuch as certain real

OATH USED IN ADDRESSING HIM. 


“The court-martial to try Captain Leonard 
A. Lovering, charged with “ conduct preju- 
dicial to the service,’’ began in the officers 
clubhouse at Fort Sheridan yesterday. The 
alleged “‘ prejudicial’’ conduct of Captain 
Lovering consisted of his having ordered 
Private Charlies Hammond dragged by his 
heels to the guardhouse and accelerating the 
movement by prodding Hammond with his 
sword and kicking him. While the court, 


. pemposed of twelve officers of the United 


States army, were making their preliminary 

arrangements for the hearing Private Ham- 

mond. stood at the door in the custody of 
‘three soldiers. 

A full court-martial is a dignified and 
gerious affair. The army officers who will 
‘consider the evidence against Captain Lover- 
ing seemed to be fully impressed with this 
fact. The proceedings were conducted ina 
businesslike way and without loss of time. 
The evidence of four witnesses was listened 
to. -It was the same old story which has 
been told several times. Nothing new was 


brought out.

He told of going to Hammond's cell and ask- 
ing him to come to the summary court. 
The prisoner had refused, and he asked him 
if he was sick. Hammond said that he was 
not, but he would not go to court unless he 
was carried. After Captain Lovering ar- 
rived the latter took charge of the affair. 
He had heard the Captain use a mild oath 
when commanding Hammond to come out 
of the cell. He had seen Lovering kick 
Hammond, and said that the prisoner 
groaned as if he was hurt. He saw Lover- 
ing jab Hammond twice with his sword. 
On cross-examination the Sergeant said that 
he was not sure as to the kicks and thrusts, 
as the light was poor and the view was 


partially shut off. 


Saw Hammond Kicked Twice. 


Corporal John-T. Ward said he had. been 
ordered by Sergeant Brainard to bring Ham- 
mond out of the cell, but that the latter had 
refused to go, saying he would die first. He 
had seen Captain Levering kick the man 
twice. The Captain seemed to be angry. 
He thought the stabs were sufficient to in- 
jure the clothing. 

Mr. Blair then asked Ward if he knew 
a prisoner named H. Whiting, who was 
confined in the guard house at the time. 
Ward said that he did not know the man. 
He thought that Whiting’s cell was only a 
few paces from that of Hammond's. 

The object of bringing in Whiting will 
be to show later that Captain Lovering did 
not use any profane language, as it will be 
allleged that other prisoners would have 
heard it. 

Ward testified that Hammond had repeat- 
edly refused to walk, though asked to do 
so by Captain Lovering. Hammond had 
been kicked and stabbed about the shoulders. 


Ex-Corporal New on the Stand. 


Clarence New, ex-Corporal, was the last 
witness of the day. New was recently de- 
posed from his position on the alleged 
grounds that he had criticised Captain 
Lovering in the court of inquiry proceedings. 
His coat was neatly pressed, in fact, he had 
just gotten it from the tailor, who had taken 
off the chevrons which had formerly 
adorned the coat sleeves. New said he had 
seen Captain Lovering kick and stab at the 
prisoner. He had afterward examined Ham- 
mond at the latter’s request and had seen 
the marks of three stabs where Lovering’s 
sword had penetrated. One of these stabs 
was in the hip, another in the shoulder, and 
the third in the hand. The stabs were bleed- 
ing when he saw them. The stabs looked 
as if they had been made by some sharp 
instrument. 

At the conclusion of New’s testimony the 
court adjourned until 10 o'clock this morn- 


ing.
